Of 

course, Americans know that most 

gnillionaires work harder than most 
day laborers, but few people, either in 

England or America, realize that the 

’ king also works as hard as the poor- 

est;.of his subjects, and a good deal 

harder than most of them. 

It is true that much of the king's 
‘work is what most people would call 
pleasure, but when one has to work at 
pleasure for twelve or fourteen hours 
@ day it becomes hard labor, and there 
fs no getting out of it for King George. 
‘Be is the official head of British s0- 
clety, and the English church and the 
British army and the British navy, not 
to speak of the British empire, and 
he must be on show at all sorts of 
- geremonial functions all the time. And 
at every function he must be appro- 
priately dressed. On a busy day when 
he has a dozen or more engagements 
the mere labor of changing his clothes 
alone would frighten an ordinary man, 
who puts on one suit In the morning 
when he’ goes to business, and maybe 
_ehanges for dinner when he g€@ts home 
at night. : 

The present London season began 
on May 6, when the court mourning 
for the late King Edward came to an 
end. It closes about the end of July, 
and from May 6 practically to August

run all day and every day, performing 
all sorte of social engagements and 
every day changing his clothes any- 
where from six to a dozen times. The 
_peason wil] culminate, of course, at 
the coronation on June 22, which prob- 
ably will be the busiest day of King 
George’s life; but the festivities before 
and after it will be such that more 
than ordinary strength and stamina 


will be required to carry him through. | 


Believes in Simple Life. 

It is safe enough prediction, how- 
ever, that King George will come 
through all right.’ Unlike his father, 
he is a strong believer in the virtues 
of the simple life, “and he spares no 
pains to keep himself in the pink of 
physical health. He is an abstemious 
eater and almost a teetotaller, and he 
nev@ misses a day without taking his 
accustomed stint of physical exercise. 
A season like the present one would 
have sent King Eqward off-a wreck to 
@ continental “cure” at the end of it, 
but the king when urged to arrange 
for such a cure in August declared 
that he would get all the rest he 
needed during his voyage to India for 
the great coronation durbar. 

Apart altogether from the ex- 
traordinary “Testivities of the season, 
King George is a busy man, and even 
in ordinary times clothes take up a lot 
of his time. This is particularly hard 
on him because he doesn’t care for 
dress. King Edward delighted in 
“dressing up” as keenly as any debu- 
tante getting ready for her first ball. 
He studied clothes, and was never 
more pleased than when he had de- 
signed some little alteration in the 
ordinary dress of a gentleman. No 
Man in the kingdom had a wider or 
more accurate knowledge of the nice- 
ties of military uniform than he. He 
knew to a hairsbreadth the right po- 
sition of every buteun on every uni- 
form. If a decoration were a fraction 


of an inch to the right or left of the | 


proper position he spotted the mis- 
take at once, and woe betide the valet 
who was responsible. King George, 
like all monarchs, of course, is a 
stickler for accuracy in such details, 
but he doesn’t charge ,his mind with 
them, and he takes no delight in them. 
He trusts his valetsa, ° As far- as ordi- 
nary dress is concerned, he is particu- 
lariy careful nevér to wear anything 
that is at all out of the way. He never 
will set a fashion as his father con- 
stantly was doing. 

Here js a typical day in the king’s 
life, showing not only his actual en- 
gagements, but how he has to dress 
for them. He rises at 7:80 a. m., gets 
fmto breeches and boots and goes for 
a ride in the park. When he comes‘ 
back to the palace, about an hour 
later, he changes. inte-ordinary morn- 
ing dress, a lounge suit, breakfasts at 
9:45, and then spends the morning 
with his secretaries going over his 
correspondence and attending to the 
ordinary business of the day. He’ finds 
an hour during the forenoon for his 
physical training with Sandow or one 
of his assistants.

His favorite uniforms, if a 
man who detests uniform, can be said 
to have favorites, are those of a field 
marsha! of the British army, and the 
undress unlform of a British admiral.

Ing is probably accountable for this 
preference. 

If he receives a foreign ambassador. 
however, he must wear the unlfform of 
one of the regiments of the ambassa- 
dor’s country, to which he is entitled. 
There are also thirty uniforms of Brit- 
ish regiments of which he ts honorary 
colonel which he must wear on certain 
oecasions. If it is a quiet day he may 
met through the afternoon without 
changing again, but if he has two or 
three engagements he may have to 
change as many times.

His uniform bill, if he 
laid in uniforms as King Edward did 
would be a.much heavier-+one, but as 
a matter of fact King George hasn't 
many, Of course he has the British 
uniforms that he is entitled to wear, 
but I learned the other day that in 
some cases he makes one tunic do for 
three or foour regiments by changing 
the trimmings and ornaments as the 
occasion requires. This is quite an ap- 
preciable economy as a full uiform 
outfit, consisting of full gress and un- 
dress, costs about $400. He owns few 
foreign uniforms, but is content fo 6r- 
der them as he requires them. 
Reyal Etiquette. 

It is royal etiquette for a monarch 
when he receives the right to wear 
the uniform of another country to have 
it made by that country’s tailors, So 
easy is King Géorge to fit that when 
he finds he needs a German or Russian 
uniform he simply sends an old tunic 
over as pattern, Another monarch 
who is equally fertunate is the Czar.

“I never knew before that I had so 
many cousins in the world” he said to 
his secretary. And no wonder he made 
this remark for there will be eighteen 
distinct parties of them in the palace 
comprising over 90 persons in_ all 
who can claim close blood relation- 
ship. Imagine having to be polite to 
90 uncles and cousins and aunts all at 
one time for a fortnight on a stretch.

Roast or boiled 
meats, green vegetables and fresh fruit 
in season, form his staple menu and 
his appetite is.small. He drinks noth- 
ing but a Httle claret of the lightest 
variety. At banquets the most skil- 
ful chef can’t tempt him te try experi- 


ments with his digestion. He sticks 
to the plain food and selects just what 
he wants from the menu. :

As a rule he manages to get to bed 
by 11 p. m. and even on state occa- 
‘sions he usually gives the signal to re- 
tire before midnight, and when he 
does get to bed he sleeps soundly. And

This article, by one of the best 
staff writers of that paper, has, there- 
fore, a special interest betausSe very 
largely owing to the activity of The 
Tribune, Chicago is a leader in the 
sane celebration of the Fourth, and 
shows by her example that the meth- 
ods used in small cities can be applied’ 
successfully in the largest.) 

Years ago a little girl invalid in Chi- 
cago had her feeble grasp on life 
shakened by the senseless blasts of a 
noise-mad Fourth of July, Her suf-, 
fering. prompted the thought that in 
if not thousands, of homes 
other sufferers were enduring the pain 
caused by @ mad man’s holiday. 

The demand for sanity in the cele- 
bration of Independence day had this 
beginning in Chicago, and by. 1909 its 
result was a day free from the bar- 
barity of preceeding celebrations. -A 
steady drizzle of rain aided the re- 
strictive ordinances which had. been 
passed by the Chicago city ceuncil. 
The quiet was almost that of the Sab- 
bath. The Fourth of July had been 
made a noiseless day, but it also had 
been made an. empty one. 

Heretofore noise had taken the place 
of proper celebration, but it: tm ~its 
crudeness had served to mark the day.’ 
It was recognition, however thought- 
less were the rowdies whose dynamite 
canes and high explosives gave it its 
distinctive character.

It was’ proposed to a half dozén of 
the large and influential organizations 
of the city that they undertake to fill 
the void. It was proposed that the 
day be made to mean something to the 
cosmopolitan elements of such a city 
as Chicago.

In every commie there are many 
men and women who are handicapped 
by physical defects. “How to help them 
has been ga probem that has algiost 
‘stumped* chgrity,” says The Survey. 
}Bleanor H. Adier and Serena G. Mar- 
for the New York School - of 
Philanthropy, made an investigation to 
discover what trades and industries of- 
fered the best opportunities for crip- 
ples. Tiey, came to the conclusion that 
a special training school is needed in 
New York, ‘which will confine itg act- 
ivities to those trades which cripples 
can purste with advantage,. and 
which, at the same time, will be broad 
enough in its opportunities to render 
self-supporting the many classes of 
handicapped.’ 

“To carry out this idea partially a 

jewelry trade class for crippled boys 
and young men was started in Sep- 
tember, 1909, in the Rhinelander 
school, New York. It is supported by 
the Bréarley League, which also main- 
tains other industrial clas for crip- 
ples. The jewelry trade as chosen 
for several reasons: 
“The work does not require physical 
strength and most of it can be done 
seated. Only the hands are essential, 
amd most cripples are disabied in other 
ways. There seems to be a steady de- 
mand for skilled workers and the trade 
is one which an unskilled immigrant 
cannot acquire without apprenticeship, 
which gives a skilled cripple a needed 
advantage.”’

But Financial Condition of State 
University Prevents School’s 
Establishment. 


Athens, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)—A 
definite proposition 
establishment of a university for wom- 
en under state supervision ang by state 
support, affording to the young: wom- 
en of Georgia the same corresponding 
advantages as are now enjoyed by the 
young men at the university, was de- 
ferred by the action of the trustees in 
session today at the university. 

The plan has been contemplated for 
sOme time—the making over of Lucy 
Cobb institute, the historic girls’ school 
in Athens, to the state on condition 
that it be made 4 part of the university 
system as a university for women. It 
was proposed to establish a school for 
the girls of Georgia parallel with the 
university, giving as thorough and as 
, high a course of instruction and utiliz- 
(ing here without the evils of a co- 
acetone’ institution the same facul- 
ty in a large measure as compose the 
corps of teachers at Georgia. 

The trustees gecided that while “we 
are in favor heartily of offering to 
girls the same opportunities for higher 
education, we are not in favor of co- 
education. We are in favor of offer- 
ing the same facilities to the girls, but 
in view of our financial condition, 
without regard for any other consid- 
erations, we cannot at this time recom- 
mend the acceptance of the proposition 
made by the trustees of the Lucy Cobb 
institute to the prudential committee 
of this body.”’ 


$7,000 DAMAGE 
DONE BY FLAMES |; 


Fire Threatens Entire Plant of 
Southern Railway 
Shops. 


A fire that threatened the entire 
plant of the Southern railway shops in 
the southern section of the city was 
‘discovered in the oll stordge house in 
the railroad yards yesterday morning 
at 3 o'clock. 

Several companies quickly arrived, 
and numerous streams were turned in- 
to the flames. The firemen were first 
kept back on account of terrific ex- 
plosions, but finally managed to con- 
fine the fire to the oil house, but not 
until after one or two freight cars 
were badly damaged.

Washington, June 17.—(Special.)— 
The following extracts in regard to the 
production of sea island cotton are 
from the recent report of the bureau of 
the census on cotton production: 


“The cultivation of sea taiand cotton 
in the United States at the present 
time, as shown by the returns of gin- 
ners, is confined to forty-tMree coun- 
ties, distributeq as follows: Fourteen 
in Florida, twenty-five in Georgia and 
four in South ae Bi but it ts not 
grown in all parts of the counties from 
which it is. returned. 

“Attompts madein many other parts 
of these and other states to grow this 
cotton have produced such unsatistac- 
tory results that all efforts to grow 
it outside of certain well-defined areas 
‘in the states named have been aban- 
doned. 

“The finest sea islang cotton is 
grown On the islands off the coast of 
South Carolina by planters who have 
‘for many years paid the most careful 
attention to seed selection. The fiber 
\*hus produced is lung and fine, and 
is harvested and handled with such 
care that the grower’'s private brand is 
frequently accepted by the buyers as 
a guaranty of the quality. These fine 
‘crop lots,’ all of the finest of which 
are exported, comprise about one-third 
of the sea island cotton marketed at 
Charleston, and sell for from 30 to 75 
cents per pound. Growers who raise 
sea island cotton in the interior must 
secure new seed frequently from the 
coast region in order to pieserve the 
identity of the fiber, which degene- 
rates rapidly into upland fiber when 
grown away from the coast.

(3) the necessity of using the roller 
gin for sea island cotton. since saws 
injure the staple; (4) the disadvantage 
of selling sea island cotton in a mar- 
on waere the buyers are unaccustomed 
oO it. 

“The South Carolina crop is mar- 
keted principally at Charleston, and 
that of Georgia ang Florida at Savan- 
nah, Blackshear and Valdosta, Ga. There 
is a marked difference in the style of 
the sea island cotton bale in different 
localities. The South Carolina pack- 
age is a bag 7% feet long and 2% 
feet in diameter, weighting on the 
average about 850 pounds. The cotton 
is pressed into these bags by hand 
or by a hand-screw press, and is not 
further compressed for export. Interior 
Sea islang cotton is usually packed by 
steam presses into square bales weigh- 
ing about 400 pounds eacn and covered 
with heavy burlap, which is secured 
by sewing with strong cord instead of 
by the steel ties used for upland bales. 


‘ How Cotton Is Classified. 


“The buyers classify® interior sea 
without regard to the 
exact locality of its growth, by length 
of fiber into East Floridas, ranging 
from 1% to 2 inches; Floridas 1% to 
1% inches, and Georgias 1% inches, but 
not so fine as Floridas.

No coward ever made a success of 
baseball. The first great requisite to 
success in the game is nerve. I have 
seen players with the speed of Cobb, 
with the terrific hitting strength of 
Crawford, with the grace of Chase, and 
they cid not make good. They lacked 
the prime essential, stoutness of heart. 
They wavered when the crisis came. I 
have seen wizards of the game quiver 
in the heat of battle and lose ther 
cunning. They didn’t last long; they 
never do. 

To begin with, of course, a man must 
have the natural ability to hit, field 
and run. And then cumes imagina- 
tion. Give me the player who can 
conceive plays, who thinks all the time 
he is in the game—and who doesn’t 
stop rr gg when it is over, but 
keeps his mind on it and goes over 
every play of the afternoon, recalling 
how he made this mistake and how he 
eoulg have avoided it, and of how he 
pulled off that play ang the reason 
he .did it. 

Must Love Game. 


The ball player who doesn’t love his 
game isn't worth his sait. The man 
who doesn't feel a thrill of real joy 
percolating through his system when 
he hears the bang of the bat against 
the ball or the shout of the umpire 
calling him safe as he dives for the 
bag isn’t a ball player. He’s getting 
away under false pretenses. 

When I joined the old Oriole team 
dcw1 in Baltimore I was young, at an 
age, perhaps, where early impressions 
stick strongest, but all through my 
life as a ball player and manager I 
have always felt that the club handled 
by Ned Hanlon was the greatest team 
ever organized. I recall with what 
enthusiasm Johnny McGraw, Bill Keel- 
er, Wilbur Robinson, Doyle and the 
rest of us used to study our game 
under the careful, patient guidance of 
Ned Hanlon. 

On the trains, in the corridors of the 
hetels, and often in bed at night, when 
we should have been sleeping, we were 
discussing plays, arguing over them, 
and planning for the game of tomor- 
row. No other subject was ever dis- 
cussed. It was baseball morning, noon 
and night. 


Nerve Is Everything. 


Nerve is the first great requirement, 
and love of the game for its own sake 
is the sécond. A man like Cobb, for 
instance, gets a pretty fair salary. But 
if you should put Cobb on a team to 
which no money was paid. he would play 
just as hard, once he donned his uni- 
form. A sample of this is shown in 
an incident that happened at Bennett 
pa:k in one of the games a year ago. 
As I recall it, we were playing New 
York. We had had a hitting bee, and 
had scored so many runs we were all 
tized out, ang the crowd had grown 
wedry of the constant scoring. It was 
toward the close of the game, and 
Cotd was on first. 

“Step off and let them tag you out,

\Ty;, for heaven's sake finish it!’ said 
Bili Donovan, who was coaching from 
first. And Ty grinned and. stepped 
from the bag with his hands at his 
side, awaiting the ball. And right 
ther that tired crowd was electrified 
by the most sensational hbase runing 
I had seen that year.

Votes Are Needed Monday to 
Dodge “Dollar a Day’ 


Pension Bill. 


Washington, June 17.—Delay in the 
smooth progress of the democratic leg- 
islative program and the. vote on the 
wool tariff revision bill will be oc- 
casioned Monday, because the demo- 
crats of the house, for the first time 
since the beginning of the special ses- 
sion, today were unable to muster 
enough votes to support a motion to 
adjourn until Tuesday and avoid con- 
sideration of the committee discharge 
caler “ar. 

Ever since the opening of the session 
the democrats have successfully dodged 
a peril in this calendar, the “dollar-a- 
day” pension bill, but they must face the 
issue Monday. Majority Leader Under- 
wood said tonight the caucus had bound 
the party not to extend the legislative 
program into pension matters or any- 
thing else except the tariff, and for that 
reason the democrats would vote down 
any motions to discharge committees 
ffom consideration of bills with which 
the calendar has been filled by members 
of the republican minority. 

The only way the democrats can 
avoid a vote on the pension bill Mon- 
day is by adjournment immediately 
after the house convenes. The demo- 
cratic whips have sent out an ap- 
peal to the members who are out of 
town, and by noon Monday Mr. Under- 
wood hopes to have sufficient strength 
to enable him to run his steam roller 
over the republican opposition.

decisive movement to prices and fluc- 
tuations represented mostly the in- oe) 
out operat’ons of professional traders. 
The old crop deliveries have passed 
under the control of prominent refining 
interests and these factors seem bound 
to shake out the small speculators be- 
fore advancing prices. In their efforts 
to accomplish this result, manipula- 
tive tactics have been resorted to and 
will likely continue until the controll- 
ing element is satisfied with condi- 
tions surrounding the old crop deliver- 
fes. «The upward movement generally 
expected during convention week hav- 
Ing failed to materialize, caused scat- 
tered liquidation from outs de holders, 
but the selling appeared to have com- 
Sughd little influence on the mar- 

et . 


Pressure was exerted on the spot 
and June shipments in order to weaken 
the July option. There was very little 
June sold, however, and about the 
@nly soft spot that appeared was a 
liwering in the bid prices of the 
rompt and immediate shipments, while 
he asking prices were held well over 
the 6% level. There were no heavy 
Fecejpts of ofl tn this section, although 
prom nent distributors claim to have 
Bizable quantities at their refineries in 
case the demand should become urgent. 
These interests expect to sell their oil 
f o. b. mill and are, therefore, in- 

‘ned to hold their deliveries back as 

g as possible. A prominent manu- 
facturing consumer: is reported to 
have purchased 5,000 barrels of refined 
ol] loose in Texas at 6.55 per pound. 

In the late trading, there was a 

eat deal of “switching” from July to 

ugust and September. The latter 
months commanded a premium from 
four to six points over the former, 
rominent refining Interests being the 
argest operators. The new crop de- 
iveries remained oexcednegly firm 
throughout the week. There was a 
steady demand for November and De- 


cember at top prices, but a pronounced 
scarcity of offerings prevented heavy 
trading. A large commission house 
usually identif ed with the west offer- 
ed a point premium for 5,000 barrels 
of November and for 5,000 barrels of 
December. The actual consuming de- 
mand has not divulged any unusual ac- 
tivity. Local distributors report a 
fair hand-to-mouth bus’ness which, in 
the aggregate, is quite satisfactory. 
The July, August and September de- 
liveries, however, are not attracting 
much attention from the consuming 
trade. There are many who believe 
that July will sell over 7c before the 
option expires, but In the meantime it 
is admitted that manipulation may 
force the price to 6.20. A leading op- 
erator offered to wager that there 
would not be 15,000 barrels of July 
oi] delivered against contracts. 

The demand for lard compound has 
shown a slight increase, and the mar- 
ket has been advanced from 7%c to Tc 
per pound in car lots. The improve- 
ment has not been reflected in the 
cotton oil market or in the oleo stear- 
ine market and it is, therefore, believ- 
ed that manufacturers of compound 
have previously covered their require- 
ments in both products. A steadier 
feeling was manifested in the pure 
lard market and prices for the week 
for all descriptions show small net 
gains. City lard at the close was hel” 
at 7.80 per pound. Tallow and animal 
greases have remained qu'‘et with for- 
mer prices still current. Competing 
vegetable oils were a shade easier with 
the exception of cocoanut oil which 
was slightly h'gher on spots. 

The foreign inqufry for cotton cil 
has continued along moderate lines 
Export houses report a fair demand 
for prompt shipments but future de- 
liveries are beng temporarily ignored 
The export movement from this port 
for the week amounted to 5,553 barrels 
Daily cable advices from Marseilles in- 
dicated lower markets abroad for se- 
same and peanut oils, and a stronger 
market for copra oll. Closing prices 
for refined cotton ofl at Hull were 
26s and 24s, 4d for crude oll. Amone 
the late itmportations were 431 casks) 
of palm kernel oi] frgm Hamburg. The 
week’s export movement of oleo oll 
has been heavy especially to Rotter- 
dam and Hamburg. 

No crude oil was offered in the lo- 
cal market and it was difficult to ob- 
tain accurate quotations. Southern 
wire houses quoted nominally 41 and 
42 cents per gallon. September erude 
has not been listed to date.

New Orleans, June 17.—-The net re- 


sults of the week in the cotton market 


were a declime of 23 to 69 ponts. July 
made the greatest loss. The high 
prices of the week were made on Mon- 
day and the low prices on Saturday. 
In other words, the market opened at 
the top and closed at the bottom. At 
the highest, the list was 7 to 26 points 
last week’s close; at the lowest it 
was 23 to 69 points under: From the

of 48 to 76 points. 

It was wholly a@ weather market and 
reports of light showers in the. belt, 
confirmed and some of 


them unconfirmed, put values down. 


The slump on the week-end was due

EMPIRE CONFERENCE 
PROVING A SUCCESS 
All the Units of the British 


Realm Are Getting 
Together. 


London, June 17.—The imperial con- 
ference, which at the outset many per- 
sons feared would be a failure, has 
completely justified its existence. The 
cause of pessimism in the early period 
was the rejection of the Dominion’s 
proposals for the establishment of a 
council’of the empire, the initial step 
of imperial federation, which, however, 
the Dominion representatives were 
afraid would interfere with the auton- 
omy so jealously guarded by Premiere 
Laurier, of Canada; Botha, of South 
Africa, and Fisher, of Australia. 

Later resolutions were introduced 
aimed at the commercial and industrial 
development of the British empire and 
for defense, subjects on which the do- 
minions and the home government were 
in agreement. 

The home government was unable to 
support the scheme for a state-owned 
Atlantic cable, as the cost was consid- 
ered prohibitive, but it hoped to obtain 
cheaper cable rates by negotiations 
with the telegraph companies. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier is as strongly as 
ever in favor of preference within the 
empire, but has not yet referred the 
question to the imperial conference. 
Instead, he presented a_ resolution, 
which was adopted, providing for a 
royal commission to visit the over-seas 
dominions and report on trade and re- 
sources and meapees ods for their deVelop- 
ment. This is garded as one of the 
most important actions of the confer- 
ence. 

Other practical results of the con- 
ference have been the action of the 
British foreign officers in taking the 
dominions into its confidence with re- 
gard to foreign relations and the ac- 
ceptance of Premier Laurier’s sugges- | 
tions to negotiate with foreign govern- 
ments with a view to giving the over- 
seas dominions the right of withdrawal 
from’ any commercial treaty without 
impairing such treaty with respect to 
the remainder of the empire.

pulse of'Self-Defense and De- 
fends His Administration---He 
Denies That He Was a Mili- 
tary Dictator. 


Corunna, Spain, June 17.—Physically 
enfeebled and sick at heart, General 
Porfirio Diaz, an exile from the repub- 
lic of which he was chief builder, at 
last has: yielded to an impulse of self- 
defense.. In a formal statement he 
justified hfs administration as presi- 
dent of Mexico, and reproached his 
countrymen for what he describes as 
their ingratitude. 

The expression, the first of a per- 
sonal nature since he was forced from 
office, was made on board the steamer 
Ypiranga during the brief stop of the 
vessel tn this harbor. Diaz had re- 
ceived the governor of Corunna, and 
the commandant of the port, who with 
their staffs had boarded the vessel at 
the direction of the government to 
present the greetings of Spain and the 
Mexican consul. 

When he was approached by news- 
paper representatives, at first he asked 
to be excused, pleagjge indisposition, 
and explaining that, though the trou- 
blesome tooth had been extracted, he 
still suffered from an abscess on the 
lower jaw. However, after a consulta- 
tion with members of his party, the 
following statement was given to The 
Freba Agencia, the official press as- 
sociation of Spain: 

“General Diaz is saddened by the re- 
cent events in Mexico and the imapette 
tude of his countrymen. 

“He voluntarily sacrificed his ambi- 
tion in the hope of obtaining tran- 
quillity for the nation, foreseeing that 
if he continued to defend his cause he 
might afford a pretext for intervention, 

“The bitterness and deep disappoint- 
ment which he felt was mitigated by 
the warmth of the manifestation of 
Sympathy upon his departure from 
Vera Cruz. 

“Much has been said about a military 
dictator; but can one thus define a 
regime which rested upon an army re- 
duced to 14,000 men? 

“General Diaz, when he assumed 
power, had to deal with conditions re- 
quiring energy; but afterwards the na- 
tion ripened, and was more able to 
direct itself cunstitutionally. General 
Diaz's later policies were interpreted 
by his adversaries as a sign of weak- 
ness. 

“General Diaz, confident in the good 
sense of the people, thought that the 
agitation would disappear; but the peo- 
ple, easily forgetting the merits of the 
Diaz administration, allowed them- 
selves to be dragged into a revolution- 
ary movement.” 

During the night the Ypiranga 
proceeded for Santander and Havre. 
According to the present plans, Diaz 
will land at Havre and go with his 
family to Switzerland.

London, June 17.—(Special.)—The ar- 
rival of the king and queen at Buck- 
ingham palace today really was the 
beginning of the great series of pa- 
geants which is to mark the corona- 
tion of George and Mary, which will 
culminate with the formal crowning 
at Westminster Abbey Thursday in 
the presence of what will be perhaps 
the most brilliant assemblage in the 
history of the country. 

The route of the royal progress 
from Buckingham palace to Westmin- 
ster Abbey is literally one mass of 
stands and scaffolding. In the 7 miles 
to be traversed there are not less than 
1,400 stands with a seating capacity 
of 750,000. As many more people will 
view the procession from the sidewalks 
and the windows along the route will 
accommodate a half-million more, 80 
that fully 2,000,000 people will see 
their majesties and their entourage. 

60,000 Soldiers Along Route. 

In addition te the whole London po- 
lice force, the route will be lined by 
60,000 soldiers under the command of 
Field Marshal Lord Kitchener. 

In the cathedral there will be 6,000 
who will actually see the, coronation 
of the king and queen. Of these forty 
are membérs of the royal family, 260 
foreign rulers and representatives of 
foreign states, 1,450 peers and peer- 
esses, 670 members of parllament, 300 
members of the diplomatic corps, privy 
councillors, bishops and judges, 600 
official colonial representatives and 
780 officers of the army and navy, 
king’s councillors and members of the 
sroyal household. - 

London is jammed almost to the 
limit ang thousands are pouring into 
the city every hour. By Tuesday or 
Wednesday, when the visitors rrum the 
provinces begin to come in, it is hurd 
to see how tne crowds can be accom- 
modated.

The legislature will also be cdlled 
upon to consider the public drinking 
cup and its menace to the publie 
through the spread*of disease germs. 

Dr. George Brown, member of the 
legislature from Fulton county, has a 
bill to abolish the public drinking cup, 
and it is very probable that it will 
be passed. 

The question of abolfshing the office 
of solicitor general and creating the 
office of county attorney will again 
come up for consideration. 

A bill to this effect was introduced 
in the house last year by Mr. Allen. 
of Upson, but failed to pass. It will 
be introduced again this session. 

Biennial sessions and four-year terms 
may also come up for discussion, but 
it is improbable that either will be 
approved by the general assembly. 

There is a probability that the leg- 
islature will pass a bill creating a 
state highway commission, although 
the powers of such a commission may 
“ delegated to the prison commis- 
sion.

More Standards to Be Borne. 
Although precedent is being jealous- 


-ly followed in all the main points of 


the coronation order, several novelties 
are being introduceg which will add to 
the magnificence of the occasion. The 
most noteworthy and the most signifi- 


‘cant of these is the addition of the im- 


perial standards. In 1902 four stand- 
ards—those of England, Scotland, Ire- 
land and the Union—were borne in the 
procession in the abbey... This year 
there will be borne, in ‘addition, six 
other standards—those of the four 
great over-seas dominions, Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa, of India and of Wales, 

The procession from Buckingham 
palace to Westminster Abbey, with 
which the coronation pegins, corre- 
sponds in a certain measure with the 
procession to the abbey from West- 
minster hall—a procession which has 
been omitted since* the coronation of 
George IV. Until then it had been cug- 
tomary for the king on the’ morning 
of the coronation day to proceed .to 
Westminster hall, where he received 
the regalia fromthe bishops ang’ abbot 
of Westminster and gave, them to the 
various officers appointed to carry 
them. The king then proceeded in 
the procession along a raised path to 
the abbey, a certain number of the 
general public thus being able ts@ 
catch a fleeting glimpse of the regalia. 

Long befote the king*s procession 
leaves Buckingham palace the. abbey 
is the scene of great activity, as all 
the members of the royal family, who 
are not in the king’s procession, the 
representatives of foreign. countries, 
the Indian and colonial representatives, 
peers and peeress have to be in their 
allotted places some time before the 
king arrives at the abbey. The doors 
are therefore open at 7 a. m.—five 
hours before the actual service began. 
There May Be Some Undignified Sights. 

At the coronation of King Edward, 
owing .to the congestion of traffic 
caused by the numerous carriages, all 
making toward the game point, many 
of the peers and peeresses had to leave 
their carriages at some distance from 
the abbey and walk the rest of the 
way. The earl marshal, who is Tre- 
sponsible for all arrangements, hag is- 
sued a warning previousty that this 
might be necessary in-order to avoid 
their being ‘shut out of the abbey. 
Some of the late arrivals were s0 
nervous for fear of missing the cere- 
mofy that when they left their .car- 
riages they took their robes and coro- 
nets under their arms and fran-—an 
undignifieqg sight which tickled the 
general public in the stande along 
this part of the route immengely, The 
seme thing will probably occur at 
King George’s coronation. . .

From 40,000 to 60,000 women 
marched in the five-mile procession, 
which started at the Victorla embank- 
ment and proceeded along the corona- 
tion route to Kensington.

SEVENTEEN DAYS 
OF DRY WEATHER 


Weather Department’s Rec- 
ords for This Section 


Smashed. 


Seventeen days of drouth-—the record 
for dry weather since the establishment 
of the local weather observatory 32 
years ago, and when the rain did come 
Friday night’ to break the dry spell 
there was not enough water to leave its 
trace by Saturday morning, only .20 be- 
ing recorded at the weather bureau. 

On May 31 there was a rain which 
really dampened things a bit, but 
for the seventeen days intervening 
not the slightest hint of moisture has 
been perceptible. Vegetation is begin- 
ning to appear sere and parched, the 
lawns are losing their greenness, and 
there are no prospects of a real good 
rain yet awhile, says the weather ob- 
server. It threatened to rain on Satur- 
day, but, though the slightly clouded

sky aroused hope, the promise,of rain 
was not fulfilled. There may be show- 
ers on Sunday is the slightly encour- 
aging forecast of the weatherman, but 
it will take a hard, heavy rain to restore 
the parched gardens. The truck farm- 
ers have felt the effects of the long 
drouth more than anyone else, while 
those who have tolled over their flower 
gardens are the next most anxious for 
a refreshing rain. 

In 1893 there was a similar drouth of 
the exact length of the present one, no 


rain falling from June 27 to July 13; but, 


the long dry spell then was in a méas- 
ure relieved by the heavy rain which 
broke it, .73 inches falling then. Neither 
was the weather so scorching hot as it 
has been throughout this June. 

The forecast for Sunday is cloudy 
weather, with a possibility of showers; 
and the heat will be partly mitigated by 
these conditions.

SEQUOYA AND HIS SYLLABARY, 
THE INDIAN UNIVERSAL TONGUE 


Perhaps the most remarkable man 
who ever lived on Georgia soil was 
neither a politician, nor a soldier, nor 
an ecclesiastic, nor a scholar—btt was 
merely a Cherokee Indian, of mixed 
And, strange to say, this In- 
dian acquired permanent fame, neither 
expecting it nor seeking after it. He 
himself, never knew the full measure 
of his claim to a place in the temple 
of fame; never knew the full value of 
his work, nor the literary chasm which 
he had bridged; never knew that in 
his Own little tribe he had solved a 
literary problem till then unsolved in 
all the realm of linguistic science. 

Sequoya, or Sikwayi—known to the 
whites as George Guest, Guess or Gist, 
was born at Taskigi, Tenn., a Cherokee 
town, probably about 1760. He was 
the fruit of one of those illicit con- 
nections of Indian women with white 
men sO common among the more civi- 
lized tribes, 

Sequoya’s paternal ancestor has been 
variously guessed at, by some he (Se- 
quoya), was regarded as the son of a 
German-Indian trader; by others his 
father was thought to be an Irishman: 
while still others have held him to 
be the son of Nathaniel Gist, after- 
wards famous for his activity in the 
American revolution. 

We are not well advised as to Se- 
quoya’s part in the revolution, nor in 
the Jater troubles. of the Cherokees 
with the whites. We have strong rea- 
sons for supposing that in his heart 
he bore in those days little good will 
to his pale-faced kinsmen. At all 
‘vents he owed nothing to English let- 
ters and little to the arts of civiliza- 
tion: 

BRarty Years. 

He spent ‘his earlier years like most 

f his tribesmen in ‘hunting and in 
peltry. trading, until om one of his 
hunting trips he was by accident in- 


life. Thus debarred from active work, 
he was still able to-maké various and 
distant expeditions in a Search 
different from that for wild beasts. 

Even as a hunter he ‘had become 
noted for his inventive genius and ex- 
traordinary mechanical skill. He was, 
too, a craftsman in silverwork and in- 
deed a kind of Indian Tubal-Cain in the 
fashioning of metals. His maiming 
had caused the development of his re- 
flective, undeveloped mentality. Al- 
though totally unacquainted with let- 
ters, his quick observing powers very} 
early made him conscious of the value 
of the art of writing and of the power 
of the printing press among the 
whites, although he had little love for 
the pale faces. What could the Cher- 
Okee do to appropriate to himself this 
wonderful power which Sequoya felt to 
be at the basis of the white man’s 
civilization? He would see. 

It would be a most interesting study 
to follow, if possible, the mental pro- 
cesses of this child of nature in his 
long quest of means to an end in work- 
ing out his problem for his nation. He 
had no model for a guide, not even a 
blind Indian trace in this wilderness, 
for no predecessor had ever blazed a 
way which might serve even for’ sug- 
gestion. A real or a mythic Cadmus 
had an immortality covering at least 
thousandg of years, for bringing to 
Greece an alphabet representing six- 
teen elementary sounds—mere breath- 
ings or ejaculations, of the human 
voice, though severally representing 
nothing. But Sequoya had never heard 
of Cadmus, nor of his invention—if 
the first alphabet was really of Phoenri- 
cian origin. 

Hieroglyphs or hierogramb—even 
had Sequoya ever dreamed of these— 
would not have answered his purpose, 

Only the Concrete. 

The ideograph, or. idea-hierograph, 
could not work in ‘Cherokee, for the 
Indian has never recognized the ab- 
stract; only the concrete is of his con- 
cepts. Mere: picture-writing was too 
complicated for the needs of ordinary 
life, and practically.was Sequoya's gos- 
pel. Nor dia the symbolic h'eroglyph 
offer anything better. Thousands of 


committed to memory by the people 
and made of any practical utility?, If 
Sequoya ever thought of symbolism 
for his system, he doubtless soon gave 
up the idea. 

Phonetics seemed to offer something 
better, and to this field the Indian 
genius soon devoted his exclusive at- 
tention, If a working hypothesis 
could develop into a workable system, 
it must be through phoneticism. It 
had been somewhat elaborated by 
Egyptians and Phoenicians—of whom 
Sequoya hag never heard thousands of 
years agone, and they had used we 
know not how many centuries, nor how 
how many investigators, in working 
out a system of phonetic representa- 
tives or characters—a system “very 
imperfect,” as Max Mueller calls it, and 
which we are still tinkering 
with with our phonetic spell- 
ing and other patchwork-—a 
system where our variant and mul- 
tiplied gutterals, sibilants, etc, etc., 
present an insuperable barrier to any- 
thing like uniformity or general adap- 
tability. 

Moreover, this ancient phoneticism 
never claimed to have a large element 
of symbolism in it. The phonetic 
hieroglyph represented, either a com- 
plete word, 1. @ idea, énterfng into @ 
compound word, i. e.; of two or more 
fideas, or, it represented only part of a 
work-—usually the first syllable, or son- 
fant, or letter, which served 4s a guess- 
ing clue to the rest. The symbol of 


the word or idea was still retained, 
and phoneticism, as we undérstand the 


term, was. hardly known to the an- 

cients at all, Phoneticg with us mean 

sounds, not symbols; to the ancients, 

they carried ideas, or sense chiefly. 
His Task. 

Happily Sequoya knew nothing of 
ancient phonetics; he undertook to 
deal with sounds not with ideas. Had 
he undertaken, like the ancients, to 
represent ideas by symbols, it ig very 
certain that he could never have reach- 
ed his proposed end; could never bave 
developed his proposed end; could nev- 
er have developed a workable system 
of character representation. ‘Turning 
into the field of real phonetics, or ab- 
stract sounds divested of all connec- 
tion with ideag or their word-repre- 
sentatives—this wonderful chilq of the 
forest set himself to the task of count- 
ing up and calendarizing—-pardon the 
word—the separate sounds bound in 
the erokee language. 

These he reckoned at eighty-five in 
number. Arrived at this point his 
work was already, for the most part, 
accomplished. The inventing of eigh- 
ty-five character-representatives for 
these eighty-five distinct sounds, was 
@ much lighter task. But what infinite 
toil and research to examine al] the 
words of his language with their ocon- 
stituent sounds or syllables, resolve 
them and find a key for representing 
them. Cadmus, nor any Phoenician 
Egyptian, Chinaman, nor other ancient 
nor modern had ever reached any such 
solution to the literary problem. 

For about twelve years he labored 
at his strange task, and, as usual with 
real geniuses, ridiculed by his peo- 
ple, Who could not grasp the meaning 
of hig bizarre life and studies. He is 
usually pictured with a pipe in. his 
mouth, bending over his work; though 
we can give no credit to the nicotine 
for any part of his invention. 

For untold centuries the Indians had 
used their tobacco for offerings, for 
the euring og diseases, for sealing 
treaties, and for nerve-soothing around 
their campfires. But we have never 
read of anything of intellectual, moral, 
or physical worth as a probable re- 
sult of this devotion to their native 
weed, the chief of narcotics. 

But Sequoya won at last. In 1821 
the Cherokee council adopted the new 
syllabary, and the nation, with great 
enthusiasm, set about to learn it. In 
a few months thousands of them could 
read and write Sequayon with facility. 
The Cherokee boy made no mistakes 
in his spelling. His written language 
had no silent letters, no ambiguous 
sounds, to deal with. Sequoya was now 
in. high feather among the people who 


, 


sytnbols would be necessary to furn-| 


guage and how could these ever be 


had once derided him. 
Practicability. 
In 1822 he went to those Cherokees

who had already settled beyond the 
Mississippi to teach these also the new 
system, and the next year he estab- 
lished his permanent home with these 
western tribesmen. 

The practicability of the new sys- 
tem was soon put to the proof, for in 
1824 parts of the Bible wére published 
in Sequoyan Cherokee, and in 1828 the 
first North American Indian periodical 
—The Cherokee Phoenix—began to be 
published at New Echota, the Chero- 
kee capital, near the present Rome 
in north Georgia. 

The Phoenix—published partly in 
English and partly in Sequoyan—ran 
until October 1835, when the general 
forced migration of the tribe to the 
trans-Mississippi brought about ite 
suspension. Elias Boudinot was its 
editor. 

Several other periodicals followed at 
irregular intervals. The Cherokee Mes- 
senger, in 1844, published at the. Bap- 
tist mission, Park Hill, I. T., and en- 
tirely in Cherokee; The Cherokee Ad- 
vocate, in 1844, a weekly, partly in 
English and partly in Cherokee; The 
Cherokee Almanac, an annual now of 
Many years’ standing, and various oth- 
er current, or permanent, publications 
have since appeared. 

Sequoya’s worth was now appre- 
clated by his people. In 1828 the west- 
ern Cherokees sent him to Washington 
to negotiate in their behalf with the 
Bovernment, and when the eastern’and 
western Cherokees. were— united in 
their new home, he became a powerful 
factor in the organizing of the tribal 
government. 

But he was still a dreamer and an 
idealist. The conception of a common 
Indian language with a common gram- 
mar and a common syllabary, took pos- 
session. of his mind, and he | visited 
Many tribes searching for these com- 
mon linguistic elements for aboriginal 
uniformity. 

He probably never realized the need, 
&@s preliminary to his generalization, 
for individua) and native investigators 
to do for their respective tongues what 
he himself had done for Cherokee, 
viz.: to first reduce these dialects to 
syllabaries with character representa- 
tives, out of which a large system 
of common phonetics might be pro- 
duced, though we fail to, see how a 
common written language could have 
been the outcome. 

In China twenty totally different ver- 
naculars have a common literary lan- 
guage; but this is due to a common 
system of word, or idea, representa- 
tion, e. g., the ideogrophs for horse, 
cow, dog, etc., may be universally rec- 
ognized, while the words severally ex- 
pressing these ideas in the various 
dialects may be widely: different and 
mutually unintelligible. 

But in a system of sound characters 
the ideas are wholly wanting, and un- 
related to the sounds. Sequoya went 
in his old age in quest of a lost Chero- 
kee tribe which, according to tradi- 
tion, had settled somewhere “in the 
west. In August 1843, he died, near 
San Fernando, Tamanlipas, Mexico, the 
most extraordinary literary genius of 
perhaps all the ages. 


Speculation. 

It is curious to speculate upon the 
possible and probable outcome of 
Sequoya’s remarkable invention, could 
it have had fair play for two or three 
centuries among the Cherokees. What 
could it have accomplished alone and 
unhampered among these tribesmen? 
To what degrees of civilization might 
they have attained with their syllabary 
alone to help them in science and art? 
Of course, we must premise as pre- 
liminary, its author’s prior acquain- 
tance with the whites, and the sug- 
gestion, and the spur thus afforded to 
him, and without which he would never 
have seen his vision nor dreamed out 
its fulfilment. 

But this much given, and afterwards 
the permanent segregation of the 
Cherokees from the influence of the 
whites, what of the probable outcome? 

Is it too much to suppose that the 
tribe would have reached a high state 
of civilization. What has been the 
effect of a general knowledge of let- 
ters among the nations of the earth? 
Such peoples have uniformly attained 
to a high stage of advancement along 
every line, nor need we suppose that 
the Cherokees would have been an 
exception to the historic rule. True, 
this hypothesis must suppose the crea- 
tion of a wholly Cherokee literature 
and civilization; nothing could have 
been borrowed, or even suggested from 
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Fest at Yancey’s

THOROUGH PROBE

Congressman Kahn Thinks Na- 
tion Is Not Getting Enough 
for Money Spent. 


Washington, June 17.—Representative 
Kahn, of California, introduced in the 
house today a resolution which would 
provide for a thorough investigation of 
the army, and which declares that the 
United States should be given an effi- 
cient fighting force in feturn for the 
$100,000,000 and more expended every 
year on the military establishment. The 
resolution would direct the appointment 
\of a congressional committee of ten to 
sit at any place deemed fit, and to call 
upon the war department for any docu- 
ments desired. 

“I understand from men who are in a. 

osition to know,” said Representative 

ahn in commenting on his resolution, 

“that the recent mobilization on the 
Mexican frontier was rather a failure. 
True, the troops were promptly dis- 
patched to the place of rendezvous, but 
having arrived at their destination, it 
developed that there was such a lack of 
organization that it required several 
months’ time to make the one division 
of troops that were mobilized in Texas 
halfway effective. 

“This would indicate that under our’ 
present system it is impossible to mobil- 
ize a single division of troops at war 
Strength within a reasonable time, It 
clearly shows that something is radi- 
cally wrong, and the sooner we find out 
what that something is the better for 
the country. We expend . wards of 
$100,0vv,000 a year on our military es- 
tablishment. It ought to be in a com- 
plete state of preparedness for any pos- 
sible emergency.”

PLIGHT OF HEBREWS | 
HOPELESS IN RUSSIA 


Alleged That the Government 
ewspapers Carry on 
Campaign of Hatred. |. 


New York, June 17.—Herman Bern- 
stein, the writer on Russian subjects, 
returned from Russia today on the 
Steamship Kaiser Augusta Victoria, of 
the Hamburg-American line, with the 
news that the plight of the Jews in 
Russia Is worse today than !t was even 
two years ago. 

“There have been no massacres of 
late,” said he, “but the Jews are living 
in constant fear throughout Russia. 
One of-the semi-official newspapers of 
the government is carrying on a con- 
stant campaign of hatred against them, 
making outrageous charges. 

“The czar is at fault because he gives 
his ear willingly to the government of- 
ficials. The campaign of hatred and 
unjust charges against the Jews is be- 
ing carried on for the purpose of pre- 
venting the passage of a measure now 
in the duma which would, if it became 
law, permit the Jews to live anywhere 
in Russia outside the restrictive pale. 

“The cause of the Jews in Russia is 
hopeless.”

A Greater University the Key- 
note of Recommendations, 


To Board of Trustees of the 
University of Georgia, Board 
of Visitors Reviews Work of 
Year -- Among Recommenda- 
tions a “Teachers’ College.’’

This afternoon the following report 
was made to the board: of trustees of 
the University of Georgia by the board 
of visitors, Chairman J. J. Bennett 
making the report, this report going 
fully into every detail of every depart- 
ment of the institution, and maki g 
such comment and such suggestion as 
will give the trustees, with the official 
reports from the chancellor and other 
Officials, a basis for action and for 
recommendation to the legislature. The 
report in full is ag follows: 

Report of Board of Visitors. 


the University of Georgia. 
Gentlemen: We held our first meet- 
ing in the chancellors oifice Taurs-ay, 
June 8 From that date until now 
we have held regular meetings morn- 
ing and afternoon, devoting from six 
Oo eight hours each day to the ais- 
harge of the dut.es required of us, 
by investigating into the character of 
examinations, the Management and 
condition of the unive sity, wih 
view of \making a iwui:l and complete 
report to your honorable board on 
these matters, together with such sug- 
gestions and recommendaiions as we 
might deém materia! 
and success of the institution. 


& high order, indicating efficiency on 
the part of the professors in charge, 
and a splendid training on the part 
of the student body. 

The management of the institution 
we find indicates remarkable: adminis- 
trative ability. The univers.ty, with 
its Many departments, is a network of 
machinery, and the fact that all are 
working in perfect harmony reveals 
clearly the presence and direction of 
a master hand. 

The condition of the university, 
viewed from the standpoint of mor- 
als, good behavior, recognition of and 
deference for authority on the part of 
the student body, we find to be a mat- 
ter worthy of congratulations. 

This is accounted for in large meas- 
ure when it is remembered that the 
influence of the faculty is direcied to- 
wards, and is a mighty factor in, the 
moral uplift of the institution, 

The condtion of the unversty, con- 
sidered from the standpoint of the 
safety and comfom of the student 
body, requires your earnest consider- 
ation. Two dormitories, Candler Hall 
and New College, are without neces- 
sary. equipment, standing in need of 
Closets in the different rooms, single 
bedsteads and something other than 
soap boxes for washstands. All the 
dormitories should be heated by steam. 
The lives of the students intrusted 
to the care of the university are put 
in jeopardy each year by the present’ 
antiquated, inadequate fire system, It 
appears that a year never passes that 
some buflding on the grounds does not 
catch on fire. Ig not the very smoke 
which has risen in the past from thesé 
fires both a warning and a suggestion 
to those who have the interest and 
well-being ,of the property and the 
student life, at heart? 

In this cOnnection we wish to say 
that the dormitory life under the Proc- 
tor system of regulation impresses us 
most favorably. We find that in spite 
of the inconveniences and dangers 
above named all these dormitories have 
been filled throughout the year and 
that goog order, so far as we have 
been able to qiscover, has been main- 
tained. 

We also visited the chapter houses 
and are pleased to report that we 
found them in excellent condition, well 
kept and orderly. . 

In view of the fact that all educa- 
tional buildings, especially dormitories 
and assembly rooms, should be kept in 
a perfect sanitary condition, ang in 
view of the increased cost of Iiving it 
is our opinion that an increased ap-

The Graduate School. 
The graduate school has been organ- 
ized since the last board of visitors 
We wish to express our most 


| cordial approval of this action and our 


|belief that no part of the university 


organization is of greater ultimate im- 


| portance to the state of Georgia. We 


believe and recommend that its de- 
velopment should be so planned that 
the Univeristy of Georgia may become 
all that the name university implies, and 
fulfill for the people of this state the 
highest functions of leadership in 
science and learning. 

Large numbers of young men attend 
universities in other states where 
greater or more generously expended 
wealth has furnished their universities 
with great libraries, laboratories and 
richly endowed chairs. When such 
young men return home their training 
and knowledge render them invaluable 
assets to the state’s highest form of 
wealth. But we should not, the people 
of Georgia will not, be satisfied to 
have our sons and daughters depend- 
end upon the bounties of the other 
rR at caats ae Ric for their higher train- 
ng. 

We respectfully ang more earnestly 
recommend therefore that your honor- 
able body enter as soon as possible 
upon a definite plan for the develop- 
ment of the graduate school, to the end 
that adequate laboratories and lidrary 
facilities may be provided for advanced 
work, and that @ larger number of 
graduate courses may be regularly 
offereq without burdening a faithful 
and efficient corps of professors. 

It may not be possible in the next 
few years to provide for the needs of 
all the schools on departments of 
Study. But at all events progress 
should be made on systematic develop- 
ment planned and initiated. Such fa- 
cilities as the university now has for 
graduate work should be made avail- 
able not only for the young men, but 
also for the young women of the state. 
This in no way involves co-education 
in the common acceptation of that 
term.’ So far as we are informed the 
large majority of the great universi- 
ties of this country open their gradu- 
ate courses to women. 


School of Education. 


We wish to commend to you especial. 
ly the whole movement looking to the 
‘organization and development of a 
school of education. The «university 
cannot engage in any vocational work 
of greater importance than the voca- 
tion of education. Education and agrt- 
culture are our. elemental needs, and 
all that science ang experience of ihe 
past can contribute tothe betterment 
of these should be made apart of the 
work of the university for’the good of 
as vor 8 peopl.

The School of 
Education should have its own build- 
ing, its own organization, its own fac- 
ulty, with its special déan, and all the 
prestige and encouragement the uni- 
versity can give it, until it becomes one 
nd the greatest schools of the univer- 
sity. 

The profession of teaching needs to 
be put on its feet more as a profession, 
and it*needs more men prepared for it 
as a profession. The prospérity of 
the state depends now more than ever 
upon the direction given to education, 
and, in our judgment, the university 
cannot promote this to a greater ad- 
vantage than through furnishing to the 


study, teachers, supervisors and organ- 
ization into system.

Summer School. 


As a part of the general function of 
the School of Education, we commend 
to your honorable board the work of 
the University Summer school. Every- 
thing should be done to encourage and 
extend this important pkase of the uni- 
versity’s service to the state.

growing interest in the importance of 
high school training. Not to appear in 
the list of accredited high schools is 
now considered a badge of inefficiency, 
and consequently the standards of 
thoroughness and efficiency in the 
teaching force is being raised through- 
out the state. 

.The university is doing most valuable 
extension work, whe through its de- 
partment of secondary education it can 
create a demand in almost every county 
in the state for better buildings, longer 
courses of study and home highly- 
trained teachers. Just here we might 
say that the demand for men well 
equipped to. do high-school work is 
greater than the supply. This demand 
has been brought about largely 
through the.influence of the. depart- 
thent:.of .Be@ondary education, and it 
now becomes the duty of the university 
to supply the demand by providing for 
its school of education in/;a Way “to 
meet the needs for trainef teachers. 
Through this departmeht you are in- 
creasing the attendance not only upon 
the university and all of. its branches, 
but likewise upon the other colleges of 
the state. We believe that every en- 
couragement and assistance possible 
should be given the department in’ its| 
efforts to reach the masses of the state 
through efficient high schools: : 


Departmpent of Physical Education. 


In view of the progress that is being 
made toward the completion of Alumni 
hall, and the equipment of the new 
gymnasium for immediate use, we 
recommend that the board of trustees 
make such provision for its mainte- 
nance and supervision as would con- 


manner, this generous donation on the 
part of the alumni and friends of the 
university. We are in hearty sympathy 
with all the recommendations of the 
chancellor and the present physical di- 
rector in regard to the department of 
athletics. The physical training and de- 
velopment of Georgia’s young manhood 
should be the business of trained ex- 
perts in the broadest and highest sense 
of the word. Fresh from the students’ 
point of view ourselves, and actively 
engaged in fields of endeavor that 
make us keenly sensible of the temper- 
aments and needs of these young men 
who are the wards of the state and of 
the university, the members of our 
board urge upon you the necessity of 
providing for their wise and systematic 
physica] training. 

We also recommend that the board of 
trustees take such action as would offi- 
cially remove from the hands of the 
physical director all responsibility for 
the discontinuance of athletic games 
with preparatory schools. This move- 
ment should, however, contemplate the, 
arrangement of games on the part of 
representatives of such schools with 
teams composed only of members of the 
freshman class. 


College of Agriculture. 


The College of Agriculture, with ite 
several departments, constitutes a most 
important part of the university. 
Through the activities of this college 
the university and its benefits are being 
carried to many people-of the state 
who would otherwise be untouched. 
Important problems are being solved 
and the beneficial results growing out 
of these solutions are made available 
to the people. The extension work, car- 
ried on by the college, consisting of in- 
stitutes, itinerant schools, the agricul- 
tural train, boys and girls’ clubs, is 
such as to commend itself. The fruits 
of this work are rapidly becoming vis- 
ible on every side, and mean much to 
the permanent prosperity of the state. 

That the college is making rapid 
strides in serving the state is shown 
by the great increase in correspon- 
dence, which, according to reports fur. 
nished, has gone from 156,000 per an- 
num two years since to 80,000 during 
the past twelve months. 

In class room and laboratory equip- 
ment, the college ig provided to meet 
immediate demands. The form of edu- 
cation, of necessity, is expensive in 
wear and tear of equipment, and in de- 
struction of material. Therefore, funds 
must always be available to cover 
these expenses. | 

The farm, as an economic unit and 
as a means of demonstrating and ii- 
lustrating the teachings of the various 
departments of the college, cannot be 
overestimated. The farmer or stockman 
will be greatly benefited and inspired 
by making a study of the dairy herd, 
the herd of young dairy cattle and the 
herd of grade beef animals now being 
developed on the farm. The divisions 
of the farm should be made equally 
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stitutions of similar nature, and in 
some cases by commercial enterprises. 
A good man is worth as much to this 
as to any other state. We therefore 
urge..that these ineqyalities in com- 
‘pensation offered for similar ‘grades 
of work inthis institutfon and those 
In other, states be met ,and that con- 
‘ditions be made favorable enough to 
retain our men. fh 
a : > Chemistry. a 
The department of chemistry main- 
tains its long established reputation 
as one of the leading and great science 
schools of the state and south. 
details of instruction and research in 
this department are shown in the re- 
port of the chancellor. We have rouna 
the laboratories, lecture rooms, ap- 
paratus and stock of the department 
to be kept in admirable order and 
scrupulously clean and ,free fram 
abuse. The @epartment has now 
reached the iimit of accommodation 
for students in the laboratories. The 
building—Terrell Hall—is not fully 
furnished and space. can be found for 
further laboratory equipment. If ad- 
ditional desks and fittings can be pro- 
vided, the increasing number of stu- 
dents can be cared for. We recom- 
mend ‘that liberal appropriations for 
this purpose be made, and in addition 
that provisions be made for additional! 
instructors or laboratory assistance, so 
that the important work of this de- 
partment shall not fall below its pres- 
ent efficiency. In-addition to tne gen- 
eral undergraduate work done in this 
department, opportunity should be 
given to a much larger amount of 
technical and graduate work, so that 
ithe department may furnish the lead- 
ers in development of chemical: indus- 
tries in the state which will surely 
come, and which will be of immense 
value in our industrial growfh. 


Physics and Electrical 


The need of these departments is 
for greater equipment. We find that 
there has been an increasing interest 
in the department of physics, and that 
very efficient work is being done to 
enlarge the service of this course. 


Botany. 


The department of botany as now 
conducted is apparently along special- 
ized lines. It is our opinion that the 
course should be put on a more prac- 
tical basis. 


School of Civil Engineering. 


The School of Civil Engineering 
maintains its high standard of efficien- 
cy along the-established lines, and it 
is algo reaching out into a new field. 
Every encouragement and assistance 
should be afforded it at this time. Such 
equipment for laboratury and field 
work as requested by the school should 
be provided. It seems, however, to 
this board that th&6 most urgent need 
of this school is an enlarged teach- 
ing force. At least one additional man 
should be employed to begin work with 
the opening of the year, in order that 
the plan of the university extensfon 
work may be carried out in regard 
to the good rosds movement. We rec- 
ognize in thé present situation in our 
state that road-building has become a 
prefession, and that in no way can the 
university perfcrm a more real service 
to the state than by training men as 
road engineers. by establishing special 
courses, by visits and addresses to in- 
terested communities and by advice and 


' publications on road matters. 


We are also impressed with the large 
issues now being advocated in regard 
to the drainage and irrigation prob- 
lems so important 'n many portions 
of the state, and the need for men 
trained and capable of solving these 
problems 

We feel that the university has a 
splendid and immediate opportunity te 
perform these services through its de- 
partment ef civil eneineering, and we 
respectfully urge that these matters 
receive careful consideration. 


School of Pharmacy. 


While this a comparatively new 
school in the university, our investiga- 
tion shows that it has attained a high 
degree of efficiency. This fact is at- 
tested by the standing made by recent 

radnates in :ompctitive examinations. 
being made by 
‘men from this school. 

Laboratories and equipment have 
been sufficltent to meet the demands 
made upon them up to the present, but 
the increase in enroliment which. the 
‘school may reasonably expect, necessl. 
tates the equipment of an adjoining 
and now vacant room, thus giving al! 
laboratory facilities required in the 
immediate future. For this the sum 
of $F00 is asked, which we reccmmend 
should be granted. The rooms now 
occupied are neat and well kept, which 
afford an idea of the training given 
in this. an tmvortant part of a phar- 
matist’s education. 

Graduation frm this department 
means an asset that ts immediately and 
constantly avaliable, since she derend 
for well trained men in this line is on 
the increase, owing to the passage of 
recent pure focd and drug laws and 
to ‘hfiehear edueational standards re- 
quired of practitioners of pharmacy. 


History and Potlltical Science. 


The School of History and Politica! 
Science shows a dGevelepment «quled 
in few of the colleges of the south. Fif- 
teen courses are offered, covering every 
imrortant field of historic Jiterature 
and the scum of the numbers enrolled 
in the different classes reaches the sia- 
nificant total of 543. The examination 
papers show well considered’ and com- 
work of this department {ss alwavs 
onerous, and since it:is now moving 
so smoothly, it would be unfortuncte 
to have to train -uv another man to 
take the ntace: of Mr. Salyer, who. we 
understand, cannot return without thi 
increase of salary. 

Library. 

We recommend the administrative 
budget aske dfor by the wniversity 
librarian. In comparison with the pay 
of similar positions in other lbraries 
the salaries of Miss Mell and Miss 
Daughtry are too low, and the advance 
asked for them in this budget meets 
our hearty approval. These can be put 
On $70 per month basis with a net in- 
crease of but $300 to the university. 
prehensive answers tv seerching ques- 
tions, and tudicate a high standard of 
instruction. 

The number of students bencfited af. 
forés a not unreasonable index of the 
previsions that should be made for the 
neeeds of a department. We 
quarters now occupied inadequate, and 
recommend that the trustees take un- 
der consideration the provision, with- 
fn the next few years, of a special 
building to houre the important group 
of sciences embraced in this depart- 
ment—-histury, political science, eco- 
nomics and’ sociology. This building 
should be in‘ connection with, or in 
close proximity to, the library, as rhe 
existing distance frem library facilities, 
together with the rule of the trustees 
that all books and periodicals must be 
kept in the library, we find to be a 
serious handicap to the work of in- 
struction. At the same time it would 
be well to cons.der an adciticn to the 
teaching force which will @evelop a 
better organization and differentiation 
of the studies grouped tunder this 
school. 

We feel that the recent selection of 
Dr. McPherson by the trustees of the 
Kahn Foundation as the first American 
beneficiary reflects an honor and dis- 
tinction upon the University of Geor- 
gia, and affords him a most unu‘ual 
opportunity for incredsed usefulness 
to the university in future years. 
While it may appear unfortunate that 
leave of absence has already been 
granted to Assistant Brooks In the 
same department, we feel that Mr. 
Brooks’ work was almost exclusively 
confined to instruction and ‘research 
of Georgia history, so that the diffi-

Law Department.

the dean, inaugurated a campaign for 
a $50,000 law building. Their plan is 
to raise $25,000 by subaecr.ption from 
the alumni and friends of the institu- 
tion, for equipment, and tnen ask the 
state for an arperer tion of $50,000 
with “which to e a building. We 
give this movement our heartiest com- 
mendation. We believe that the 
growth of this department in the past 
few years creates the need of a home, 
in keeping with the importance of the 
development of the science of law. 
The many Georgians who now go out 
of the state. for their legal education 
should be kept at home and trained 
in an atmosphere which distinguishes 
our state. 


School of Commerce. 


Statistics show that a large per- 
centage of the students leaving the 
university enter commercial pursuits. 
Therefore, in the development of a 
greater university the schoo] of com- 
merce should find a place. 

The demand for men equipped in the 
science of business and finance is grow- 


We 


ting with the rapid development of 


our natura] resources. The state is 
increasing its wealth through leaders 
trained in the schools of agriculture 
and engineering, then it is not unim- 
portant that she take upon herself the 
duty of training men in the funda- 
mental laws governing trade, and fit 
them to become directors of the state’s 
wealth. 

We most earnestly recommend the 
establishment of this schoo] of com- 
merce on the broad lines indicated by 
the chancellor. The need is very evi- 
dent since there is no school of this 
kind in the state. 


Registrar and Treasurer. 


We are greatly pleaged with the 
books of the registrar and treasurer. 
We. found that he has introduced »e 
new system which, by virtue of its 
simplicity and originality, elicited fav- 
the board. 
orable comment from each member of 


Military Department. 


We note with pleasure the improve- 
ment in the military department under 
Major Atkins, and indorse his request 
for $1,500 to be used as follows: 

Two hundred and fifty dollars to 
buy uniforms for cadet officers; $500 
salary of musical director; $500 incl- 
dental expenses; $500 to replace and 
repair lost and damaged government 
equipment. (This represents the, wear 
and tear of five or six: years). 

We also recommend that an annual 
wppropriation of $600 be given the 
commandant in view of the fact that 
his living expenses are much greater 
when on detail than when stationed 
with his regiment. We understand 
that in some of the preparatory 
schools of the state the commandant 
is paid an additional sum to that re- 
cefved from the government. 

This review of the various depart- 
ments of the university, taken as a 
whole, if {t makes clear any one thing, 
makes clear the fact by the needs re- 
vealed therein that there is a great 
responsibility entailed upon the board 
of trustees and the state of Georgia. 
This responsibility, it may we fre- 
marked, is but the result, of an in- 
creasing pobularity and “deniand of a 
grawing constituency. This university 
is decidedly a democratic institution— 
an fnstitution of the people by the 
people and for the people. There are 
now more students in attendance: upon 
the various departments who are pay- 
ing their own way altogether or in 
part than were enrolled, all told, in 
Franklin College only a few years 
ago. 

But can anyone for even a moment 
conceive that this grip on the heart 
and life of all of the classes of the 
young people of the state by the uni- 
versity does not place a corresponding 
responsibility upon the board of trus- 
tees and the state of Georgia? It is 
the very euccess of the movement 
which this board is set to foster and 
ypromote which has brought forth these 
appeals from almost every department 
of the university for enlargement and 
better equipment. And the board and 
the friends of the university may as 
well begin to plan for a greater uni- 
versity. Let the cry ring out from one 
end of the state to the other, Univer- 
Sitas agenda est (the university must 
be enlarged), the hour of oprmrtunity 
is at hand, the iron is aglow upon the 
anvil and now is the time to strike. 
We are no longer a poverty-stricken 
state. The shadow of the period of 
the reconstruction no longer. falis 
across our commercial pathway. We 
are emerging into an era of prosperity 
unparalleled in the history of our 
country. The university must give 
training—the very highest training— 
to every citien of the state, both rich 
and poor. 

‘The history of the university In the 
past has been in a large measure the 
history of the state. In order that 
this may continue, preparation must 
be made for taking care of the tntel- 
lectual needs of the people. The unit- 
versity in swaddling clothes has 
served its day; the time has come 
to loose it and Iet it go. 

Why should the support given to the 
agricultural department, however gen- 
erous it may seem at first glance, be 
so inadequate in a state, that now 
ranks fourth In agricultural products, 
as to make it practically impossible 
for a competent faculty to be retained 
intact from year to year? Why should 
the support of the law.department be 
80 meager and stinted as to make it 
almost’ imperative for many of our 
brightest young men to go to other 
states for training und@ér more favor- 
able conditions? hy should the sup- 
port of ‘the graduate school be Mke- 


wise so meager and stinted as to make / 


it necessary for — men, native to 
the soll and in love with the traditions 
of the state, who desire the doctor's 
degree, g6 elsewhere to obtain an op- 
portunity afforded by other states 
which is not afforded by our. own? 
Is Georgia a weakling In spite of her 
wealth, both of mind and material? 
Are Georgians beggars in spite of 
their herite¢ag both of honor and hon- 
esty? No! This Empire State needs 
to come into per own and make every 
department of the university what it 
ought to b he equal of any in the 
land—and the university the pride of 
every citizen of the commonwealth.

CHURCH RIOTS 
FEARED IN SPAIN 


Eucharistic Congress 


| Céegress Openis ini Radia Th 


Week and Bloody Clashes 
Are Feared—It Is Said That 
Even Priests Are Armed and 
Will Sell Their Lives Dearly. 


Maérid, June 17.—(Special.)—All 
Spain is keenly apprehensive ‘of seri- 
ous trouble next week when the 


eucharistic congress begins its ses- 


sions. ) 

Quietly the government is making 
preparations to meet any eventualities. 
Preparatory religious ceremonies will 
begin on Wednesday next, lasting until 
Friday. The culminating feature of 
the congress will be a monster parade 
on June 29, which will include 2,000 
bishops and other prelates, several 
thousand priests and at least 200,000 
Catholics from all parts of the: world. 
A large delegation is to be present 
from the Uniteg States. 

A certain section of the Spanish 
population, especially in Madrid, is bit- 
terly anti-CathoHc and the recent 
strain between the Canalejas govern- 
ment and the Catholics has intensified 
this bitterness. 

The advance guard of the Catholics 
already has begun to arrive and there 
have been several ominous clashes 
which bodes il] for the public peace 
next week, and especially at the time 
of the great parade. 

Following the mob outrages direct- 
ed against convents, priests and nuns 
at Barcelona in 1909, the ecclesiastics 
have determined not to die like sheep, 
but to fight for their lives until the 
last. Nobedy genies that most of the 
priests in Spain, especially the monks, 
carry pons under their cassocks. 
The Carlists have sworn not only to 
defend the priests ang monks, but to 
punish by force of arms any act di- 
rected against the church or religion 
by the radical republicans or social- 
ists. 

That the Carlists mean what they 
say is evident. Don Jaime has ap- 
proved their attitude and their leader 
has perfected a military organization— 
companies, regiments and battalions— 
te be ready at the first call. 

What conflicts may result when so 
many armed priests and monks march 
through the streets of Madrid during 
the congress nobody can tell: Tne city 
is full of socialists, republicans and 
free thinkers, who are constantly de- 
riding the church and its representa- 
tives. Serious trouble is to be expect- 
ed and the authorities are making 
preparations accordingly.

Meat, green food, grit, charcoal, fresh 
water, etc., all have their proper place 
in the feeding of poultry. Green cut 
bone is probably the best and cheapest 
substitute for meat we have, but fresh 
bones are hard to get, and bone cutters’ 
(hand-power) are regular man-killers. 
On account of these disadvantages, we 
are compelled to rely on the commer- 
clal beef scrap for our meat supply. 
There are any number of good scraps 
on the market that give very satisfac- 
tory results. I like to feed beef scraps 
in hoppers or little boxes and allow the 
chicks to help themselves. 
to know the proper amount to eat. If 
we mix the scraps with the food we 
are very apt to get. too much or too 
little in the food, consequently not get 
the best results. Green food is very 
necessary to secure rapid growing 
chicks. OR most farms the chicks can 
pick up all they need of this while on 
range, though if the weather is dry 
and grass becomes tough, it as a good 
plan to bring in a few heads of cab- 
bage or beet tops from the garden, and 
chopping these up fine feed the chicks 
in the morning. 

Grit is very essential. Fowls have 
no teeth to grind their food, so nature 
has supplied them with sharp grit to 
do the work for them. When the poul- 
try raiser is careless and does not sup- 
ply grit there is usually trouble—crop- 
bound and bowel troubles are very like- 
lv to result. Creek sand will do very 
nicely for little chicks at first, but some 
coarser material must be supplied after 
a few weeks. 

Charcoal is. of vast importance, and 
is so often neglected. It is of a sweet- 
ening nature, and assists in regulating 
the bowels. 

Fresh water must be before the yoqung 
as well as the old stock all the time. 
The water pans are quite often the 
source of much trouble. Pans and pots 
are poor things, as droppings fall into 
the water and spol! it. ood fountains 
can be obtained at a very small cost at 
any poultry supply house, and give bet- 
ter results than pans. I like the brown 
stone jar ware the best; they are so 


thick water keeps cool in them longer. | 


A good fountain can be made from 
old tin fruit cans for small chick use, 
and 10 and 20-pound lard buckets make 
good fountains for the grown chicks. 
Punch three or four holes near the open 
- end, fill with water and invert into a 
saucer or small dish. For the larger

fountain uge a large size wash basin or, 


tin pudding pans. 

Drinking pans and fountains need 
close attention, and must be kept abso- 
lutely clean, for here is where germs 
of disease lurk. Little chicks visit the 
food hoppers frequently, as well as the 
drinking fountains, and their little 
bea get ladened with food, and when 
th drink of course some of the food 
is deposited into the water, and in a 
short time sours the water, causing in- 
testinal trouble. 

Some years ago I visited a farm where 
there were several hundred chicks 
growing; also a lot of old stock. I 
noticed that they were drinking from 
014 tron pots, covered with green slime, 
and it wae only a few weeks after my 
visit that I heard the entire flock was 
dying from bowel trouble. 
about two hundred. This shows the im- 
portance of clean drinking pans and 
fountains. 

My mail this morning brought me 
nine letters, every one of which con- 
tained a request that I send them a re- 
cipe for the cure of sorehead. Had these 
people taken by advice earlier in the 
season these letters would never hhve 
been written. Our next talk will be 
chicken pox, roup and*sore head.

Mrs. R. A. Myers, Cocoa, Fla.—Dear 
Uncle Joe: Your department has been 
ef so much interest and use to me 
that I will venture to address you 
' personally. - 

I have some Pekin ducks, hatched 
April 28. Please tell me: 

1. At about what age should they 
begin to lay, and how many in @ sea- 
son”? 

2. At what age and how often should 
they be picked? 

3. Until about what age should they 
be profitable? 

4. Do these ducks make good setters 
and mothers? 

Answer: If Pekin ducks are forced 
from the start they should begin to 
lay at about eight or nine months, 
though they hardly ever attain full 
growth under twelve months. A great 
deal would depend on the strain and 
feed as to how many eggs they will 
lay. A good laying strain of Pekins, 
properly handled, will average 175 
eggs, some more, some less. 

2. You can pick them every six weeks 
after they are fully grown. You can 
tell when the feathers are ripe by 
their shedding them. 

3. A true Pekin is at its best at about 
four years cld. They Hve to be ten or 
fifteen years. 

4. Pekins “don't belong to be” good 
setters, they are the Leghorns of the 
duck family. A few of them get broody 
and set very well. It’s the exception 
that proves the rule. They make poor 
mothers unless Ae keep them in con- 
finement until the ducklings are fully 
feathered. They “carry” them too far 
and let them stay in the water too 


long. 


L. C., Gastonburg, Ala.—Dear Uncle 
Joe: | was a lover of The Constitution 
in my girlhood, but haven't been tak- 
ing it of late. A _ neighbor lent me 
hers, and I was so delighted with it 
that I subscrfbed at once, as I didn’t 
want to borrow what I would need ali 
the time. If am a lover of chickens, 
‘but am pot familiar with the up-to- 
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date methods, and therefore not very 
successful. As I have had no oppor- 
tunity to read the poultry columns till 
now; will you answer a few questions 
about chickens that have possibly been 
answered before I began to re your 
interesting letters? I will promise to 
remember your answers, and not ask 
old questions again. 

1, After forty-eight hours what 
should be the first feed? I have been 
feeding stale biscuit crumbs, dry, Then 
exg bread crembs, Gry. I. lost s0 many 
in April] and.May that I was afraid 
my feed was wrong. 

2. Please give me the recipe for the 
ointment for head lice. I used lard, 
sulphur and kerosene, but it burned 
the skin all around the neck of the 
little chicks badly, and so many died. 

3. The sorehead has almost paralyzed 
the summer and fall chicken industry 
in this community. Please tell me 
what to give during the summer to 
prevent the sorehead, Also give me 
the recipe for the ointment for sore- 
head, I always get mine wrong some 
way, and we lose everything smaller 
than large fryers. I take the disease 
in time, and never neglect it. 

4. I heave had the prescription for 
the Douglas mixture filled at the drug 
store, but don’t know whether to put 
it imto the feed or water. Please tell 
me. >. 

5. Please 
destrc ying ites. 

Answer: The new lady member of 
this club from Gastonbursg, Ala., is wel- 
come to a seat in this august—no, 
June meeting. 

1. After thirty-eix to forty hours 
feed on dry, stale bread crumbs and 
hard boiled fresh eggs chopped very 
fine. Continue this for about three 
days, givi a very little at a time, but 
every two hours. About the third.day 
feed very finely cracked grain, wheat, 
oats and corn, or any of the prepared 
— feeds, and keep this up all the 
time. 


2. You need nothing but pure hog 
lard or carbolated vaeline for head 
lice on chicks. Put a little on top of 
the head, under wings, around breast 
and on the neck. A chick’s skin is 
very tender, and therefore must be 
handled gently. 

3. Sorehead kills about one-half of 
the entire poultry crop each season. 
People who put time and thought. in 
the business rarely have this disease 
among the flock. An old and tried 
prevention has been the use of kero- 
sene or eoal oj] in the drinking water, 
about three times a week all through 
the summer. Over-heated houses to 
my thinking is one of the chief causes 
of this trouble. Note remarks at top 
of this page and follow directions as 
nearly as possible. Years ago I used to 
thitk pine tar was as good a remedy 
for sorehead as could be found. This, 
with the, addition of a little kerosene 
oil, is very effectual. 

Never put the Douglas mixture in 
the drinking water, @ever in the feed.

Mrs. M. G. Adams, Myrtlewood, Ala. 
—Dear Uncle Joe: I think you give the 
most practical information of anyone 
I know. I always read your depart- 
ment first, and never fail to find some- 
thing instructive, though I occasionally 
find something which kinder “raises my 
Indian.” 

Now, I think if we are going to 
have a pte? f department we ought 
to be allowed to brag on the good 
qualities of our favorite breeds as well 
as give symptoms of diseases and ask 
for remedies. [I am sure that if the 
bad side was the only prominent one, 
there would be little use to insert an 
advertisement of eggs or poultry for 
sale. I choose to brag on my favorite 
breed, but I am not ready to ship any- 
thing yet, but when I am, my “ad” 
shall promptly appear. 

I am afflicted with a serious at- 
tack of “Hamburg fever,” e Rose 
Comb Silver Spangled variety. I fre- 
quently see them referred to as be- 
longing to the ornamental (7) breeds, 
as though that was their sole purpose. 
Well, I do not object to their orna- 
mental qualities, but I can vouch for 
their usefulness as well. 

My rooster is as large as some white 
Leghorns I’ve seen, and my pullets 
that I raised last year are fairly size- 
able. 

I would not recommend them as a 
meaty variety, but they are splendid 
layers and non-setter§&. Their eges 
are large enough for any purpose, and 
their flesh has a sweet, gamey flavor, 
but, of course, they do not grow to 
eating size as soon as the  IJlarger 
breeds. In their habits they are quite 
commendable, being good foragers, 
and not addicted to fighting. I do not 
have to clip their wings to keep them 
out of the garden. And, too, I’ve seen 
it intimated that they were hard to 
raise, I have not found it thus. Out 
of at total hatch of 33 I’ye only lost 4. 
And I have not owned a coop, or any 
louse powder, nor any fancy feed. I 
simply kert them confined till they 
were about three days old, and with 
bread and a good range they've been 
roughing it ever since, and the young- 
est will soon be feathered out. Pos- 
sibly, they would have done better 
with more attention, out I think they 
have done as well, considering, as any- 
body’s scrubs, or thoroughbreds eith- 
er. IT am always careful that all of 
my chickens have clean water and a 
dry roosting place, and no access to 
decayed arimal matter, but here my 
responsibility ends. Some day I hope 
to run a chicken yard on scientific 
principles, and leave off some of my 
other cares. I believé that kind treat- 
ment helps either a brute or a fowl 
to thrive as well as ample feed. My 
birds al] have explicit confidence in 
me, and I am always careful that they 
do not get frightened. They have never 
had any diseases. Well, I have made 
my position clear on the Mamburg 
question, and I hope no one will take 
offence, as I intend to advertise when 
I'am ready to dispose of surplus stock. 
So I hope that this “chin music” will 
not interfere with some conscientious 
om ee dan oe who has paid 
out money to ave thel oO 
brought befcre the public. Ph om orgies 

Answer—The “chin music” sounds 
good to me, as I have no doubt your 
voice sounds good to your Hamburgs. 
There was a time when the Hamburgs 
held the same place in the hearts of 
chicken raisers that the Leghorn fam- 
but in an evil moment 
some smart Aleck went into breeding 
them for show purposes. Others fol- 
lowed suit. This, of course, meant 
inbreeding, with the inevitable resu?,r 
—wWweak vitalfiV¥—and the 
began to disappear. But Please, 
ma’am, don’t speak of them as rose 
combs. There are six varieties of this 
Dutch class of fowls—golden spangled, 
silver spangled, golden penciled, si!- 
ver penciled, white and black—and 
they all have the same kind of comp, 
which, by the by, resembles nothing 
so much as a piece of coraY. 

Like the Leghorns, there is no stand- 
ard for Hamburgs, and therefore can 
be grown any size, though small, com- 
pact size and crest carriage should be 
maintained. 

The Oriental class of fowls include 
the Indian, Cornish and White Suma- 
tras, Black Malays, black-breasted red. 
and Malay bantam, black-breasted red. 
While in the ornamental class are to be 
found all the bantams, Seabrights, 
Polish, Japanese, Cochin and Brahma. 
The Hambures are not in the class at 
all. Hope you will soon breed up your 
flock, and tbat when you do adver- 
tise business will come your way.

She asks 
the incubator cthicks what they are 
crying for, and says they want a4 
mamma to take care of them. 

Do you i!iKe incubators and brood- 
ers?, I don't. I like hens the _ best. 
We use both and the chicks raised 
with the hens are very little trouble. 
I want to tell you about an incubator 
hatch I had last April. My husband 
Was about through with all the early 
hatches, so I bought four dozen eggs 
from a neighbor for fryers for table 
use; made out the difference with 
Leghorn eggs; had 120 eggs in ali. 
They were tested out to 112. I called 
that my hatch and never let the incu- 
bator run over 103 degrees during the 
time. The second week I was very 
much surprised to hear a peep, peep 
in the incubator. I looked in and 
there was a little black chicken walk- 
ing over the eggs. I asked my hus- 
band if we had made a mistake in the 
time for them to hatch. He said no; 
we had another week, he was sure. 
The neighbor’s children had gathered 
up all the eggs they could find to 
make out my number; they were not 
set when they were brought to the 
house for several hours, so you see 
there isn’t very much use for us to 
worry about the old hens being away 
from their nests too long. I gave that 
black baby chick to my little girl. It 
was raised in a brooder, the first to 
lay, also the first to set this spring. 
We set her on sixteen eggs. Another 
hen roosted with her twice, her eggs 
were washed off twice in lukewarm 
water, and “Blackie” hatched fifteen 
of the prettiest R. I. Red babies I ever 
saw. I wish all of the eggs had been 
a little “ripe.” Out of the 112 eggs 
after the test, I got 89 fine chicks. Wé 
did eat fried chicken, too, and let our 
Leghoyns and Reds grow for our win- 
ter egg producers. Now, Uncle Joe, I 
want to exchange a setting of Brown 
Leghorn eggs for a setting of Indian 
Runner duck eggs. I have only 
pure bred Leghorns. Therefore I do 
not wish to exchange eggs for any 
but the pure bred duck eggs. Our 
guarantee stands good, for “Thorn- 
hill’s” Leghorns and Reds are well 
known all over the south We have 
had experience in the business for 
years. We are getting so many eggs 
I decided to get rid of some of them 
by an exchange. 

Answer: A little late perhaps, but 
possibly better late than never. “Do 
I like incubators?” Why, yes. It be- 
longs to the business, but if the old 
hens could do as well as an incubator 
—that is, set on 100 or 200 eggs at a 
time and bring off 85 or 175 chicks at 
one setting, a would make kindling 
wood of every incubator I have. But 
they can’t and won't, so I like incu- 
bators. Your experience with your in- 
cubator hatch reminds me of the story 
that went the rounds last summer. 
commission man in Chicago opened a 
crate of fresh eggs just shipped him 
over the Burlington, Quincy and Chi- 
cago railroad, and was surprised to 
find seven little chicks just out of the 
shell. The express messenger on. the 
train said he had heard the chicks | 
two hours before the crate was deliv | 
ered.

ou’ve no idea how the purchase and 
ownership of a good corner lot will 
help along in the struggle for existence. 
It is an uphill pull to get along all by 
yourself, and save out of a salary.

He showed his far-sightedness 
I by purchasing real estate, putting the 
earnings of a. profitable business into 
poe property. Marshall Field saw 
how rents were going up (because he 
was paying them); he learned the les- 
son of enhancement that way,.He could 
not buy the particular piece property 
which he occupied, but saw¥ehe drift 
of things and bought propert¥ “around 
the corner,” or “in the next block,” 
realizing the benefits of the enormous 
enhancement in values, thus neutraliz- 
ing his own rents. Every storekeeper 
should select some g00 real estate 
agent and say to him: “Take a certain 
sum of money and trade for me, and 
make enough to pay my rent.” 


There used to be in Atlanta @ con- 
tractor, who made big money on large 
contracts, and every time a job of 
work was completed and net profits 
cashed in he bought a piece of central 
real estate. He would clean up $25,000 
or as much as $50,000 on some b'g 
contract, but before another piece of 
work was taken up.that money went 
into Atlanta real estate. It is need- 
less to say that some of the star cor- 
ners on the Great White Way are now 
in the same family, some of the best 
corners have skyscrapers on them and 
all of the property has increased enor- 
mously in value. 


There is nothing like good, solid land 
for investment purposes, the owner 
of such is as nearly immune from the 
reversals of fortune aS anyone can be. 
We learn a lesson from antiquity as 
to the stability of real estate invest- 
ments. Even the giant Hercules could 
not overthrow Antaeus as long as he 
touched mother earth. So it is with 
the investor of today, as long as his 
holdings consist of real estate he is 
immune from panics and flurries, and 
goes steadily on getting stronger all 
the time. No business man should 
withdraw all his funds and cripple his

In the fierce competition for invest- 
ment money, real estate sells strictly 
on merit.

Free Oil Shares as Bonus. 

A photographic copy of the minutes 
of a meeting of a well-known oil com- 
pany has been obtained by the Maderos, 
indicating the apportionment of a num- 
ber of “free shares” of the stock of 
that company to some directors of the 
National Railways, and it is alleged 
that in this manner the oil company 
secured a monopoly of contracts for 
lubricating oil and federal protection 
in the granting of rebates. 

Incidentally, rumors were circulated, 
seeming on good authority to be well 
founded, that the oil company in ques- 
tion is endeavoring to sell out to an- 
other. company believed to be less like- 
ly to be injured by the talked-of gov~ 
ernmental investigation. 

The assertion that some of the hoard 
of directors of the National Railways 
actually held stock in the oil company, 
whether given freely or for a consid- 
eration, is said to be the basis upon 
which the Maderos will demand the 
changing of the personnel of the direc- 
torate, though, as a matter of fact, 
those members of the board who ad- 
mittedly are of the “Cientifico” ele- 
ment no longer are in Mexico, and their 
hegira of itself, it is said, will compel 
naming of new directors,

}-Hurry Call Is Sent Out to Bene-

Washington, June 17.—(Special.)— 
The American Protective Tariff League 
is urging protectionists to swoop dow~s 
on Washington in a body and thus 
save the protective tariff system from 
utter destruction and ruin&tion.

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BENZOATE OF SODA 
CONDEMNED BY PRUSSIA 


Decision Regarded as a Great 
— for Dr. 
iley. 


Washington, June. 17.—(Special.)— 
Vriends of pure food have been highly 


gratified at the action of the Prussian ' 
board of government experts in con- 
demning the use of benzoate of. soda as | 
a food preservative. The board care-' 
fully reviewed the work of the Amer- 
ican Remsen board and that of Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the bureau 
of chemistry. The Remsen board found 
in favor of the drug, while Dr. Wiley 
condemned it, and the Prussian scien-| 
tists rejected the Remsen board’s con-. 
clusions and adopted those of Dr.' 
Wiley. The Germans took the identical 
view of the American food expert, 


namely, that benzoate of soda was not- 


only injurious to invalids and children, 
but its use rendered care and cleanli-— 
ness on the part of the manufacturers 
unnecessary, while without it they had 
to exercise the utmost cleanliness and 
care to prevent their products from 
spoiling. The decision is regarded ag a 
great scientific triumph for Dr. Wiley, 
although, of course, it will have no 
effect on the American feods except 
that food thus preserved cannot be ex- 
ported to Germany. 

It is expected, however, that it will 
go far to offset the underhanded at- 
tacks against Dr. Wiley which are be- 
ing spread broadcast in the form of 
anonymous circulars pretending to be 
from an association of advertisers con- 
trolling large capital, and intimating 
that editors attacking Wiley will be 
properly rewarded. Al] efforts to locate 
the author of the circular or the al- 
leged association made by Printers’ Ink 
and other trade and daily journals have 
failed, which leads to the conclusion 
that it emanated from the same source 
that has always opposed the enact- 
ment og the pure food law, and has 
fought its enforcement in the depart- 
ment of agriculture, the courts and 
elsewhere, and which has had suffi- 
cient influence with the department of 
agriculture to secure the suppression 
of Dr. Wiley, and the reversing of at 
least one of his decisions. If this com- |, 
bination of manufacturers is responsi-/ 
ble for the latest assault on Wiley the | 
anonymous circular is explained, for, 
practically none of the manufacturers! 
fighting pure food are advertisers, as | 
most of them manufacture for jobbers 
or put their goods out without their, 
name appearing on the label. The gen- | 
eral opinion is that attacks on Wiley | 
and the pure food taw from this source 
are helpful rather than harmful to the} 
cause of pure food.

STATE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY 


PLANS IMPORTANT WORK 


I wish to call the attention of the 
members of the advisory board of the 
State geological survey to three differ- 
ent lines of work of this department, 
which, in my judgment, are just now 
of very vital importance to the ma- 
terial upbuilding of the state. The 
lines of work referred to are here 
Mentioned in the order of their re.a- 
tive importance, namely, soil survey, 
swamp and overfiow land reclamation, 
and water resource investigation. 

Solls. 

The soils of Georgia are unquestion- 
ably our greatest natural asset, and 
they should, therefore, demand a large 
share of attention from a derartment 
like the state gelogical survey; which 
deals largely with rocks, the orig- 
inal source of all soils. One of the 
first steps of soil investigation, and 
one which is now recognized by our 
leading authorities in soils study as 
the special work of state geological 
Surveys, is the mapping and the classi- 
fication of soils. The soil map, which 
is intimately related to and often al- 
most identical with a geological map, 
is the basis, or it should be the basis 
of all soll investigations. Such a map 
renders it possible to correlate with 
a marked degree of certainty all of 
the accumulated facts pertaining to 
experimenta: farming. 

Soils, like the rocks from which they 
are derived, have certain well defined 
peculiarities which enable them to be 
readily classified into types or groups. 
Each soil type, or what may be termed 
@ soil unit in soll mapping, is by na- 
ture adapted to the growth of certain 
@rops; it matters not whether an indi- 
vidual soil trpe is found in Virginia 
©r Georgia it will respond, under nor- 
mal conditions, to like soil stimulants. 
whether brought about by fertilizers, 
crop rotation, or tillage. 

The practical value of a so!l map is 
well illustrated in the case of the Tif- 
ton sandy loam, a very fertile soil cov- 
ering a icrre area of Tift county, and 
widely distributed throughout the 
coastal plain. Now, as this special 
type of soil has like properties in 
Tift, Bulloch, Colquitt and other coun- 
ties of south Georgia,*it wil! readily 
be seen that any experiment work car- 
ried on in Tift county on the Tifton 
sandy loam, would produce similar re- 
sults on the same soil in other goun- 
ties. Mr. Z D. Drake, of Marlboro 
county. South Carolina, in 1890, raised 
254 bushels of corn on one acre. The 
conditions under which this crip was 
made was given in detail, including 
the amount of fertilizers used, the 
method of tillage. ete. This informa- 
tion ts valuable within itself but at 
the same time it would be of practi- 
eal value to thousands of southern 
farmere provided this individual soil 
type was known and a curately 
mapped throughout the countrv. 

The fact that soil mapping offers 
the only possible means of correlating 
-the results of experimental farming 
over large areas is fully recognized 
by the United States department of 
agriculture. This department, through 


the bureau of sofls, is now encouraging 
soil mapping in many of the southern 


| States by offering co-operative a:sist- 


ance. The pressing need of soil map- 
ping in Georgia is shown by the large 
mumber of applications received by 
the state geological survey for such 
maps. These applications come large- 
ly from homeseekers in the northwest 
who are desirous of locating in the 
south. Il am fully pursuaded that soil 
mapping just now would add much to- 
ward attracting desirable imm.grants 
to the state as well as at the same 
time give a strong impetus to scien- 
tific agriculture and experimental 
farming. 
Swamp and Overflow Lands. 

In regard to swamp and overfiow 
land reclamation, I would say that this 
question has been largely discussed 
by the press throughout the state s.nce 
the last meeting of this board, and 
the plan for drainage and reclama- 
tion of these lamds seems to be met 
with universal approval. The Georgia 
State Drainage Association, which has 
for one of its main objectg the pas- 
Sage of a drainage law of the state 
Whereby drainage districts may be 
formed, held its third meeting at Fitz- 
gerald, May 31. At th.s meeting, it 
was the consensus of opinion that 
drainage when carried out would ma- 
terially add to the state's income in 
the way of increased taxes on re- 
claimed lands. In view of this fact, 
and also in view of the fact that th® 
proposed drainage bill asked no finan- 
clal aid whatever from the state. it 
Was thought just and proper to ask the 
State to assist ip the expenses of mak- 
ing preliminary swamp and overfiow 
land surveys. This idea was univer- 
Sally consented to, and the following 
resolutions were adopted by the agso- 
ciation. 

“Whereas, the swamp and overfiow 
lands of Georgia exceed those of any 
state On the Atlantic coast, except 
Florida; and, 

“Whereas, these swamp and over- 


flow lands are now, in a large meag- 
ure, a menace to publie health, and, 
furthermore, these lands at present 
add but little or no value to the state 
in the form of taxes: and, 
“Whereas, the investigation of these 
swamp and overfiow lands by the state 
geological survey and the drainage in- 
vestigations bureau of the United 
States department of agriculture have 


called attention to the great value of 
these lands and the practicability of 
their reclamation; and 

“Whereas, Many of the states have 
formed a co-operative agreement with 
the drainage investigations bureau of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, whereby each party contrib- 
Lutes equa) sums of money to carry on 
the work of swamp and overflow land 
investigations; .and 

“Whereas, The United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, through the chief 
of the drainage investigations bureau, 
has extended to the state geologist of 
Georgia an offer of $5,000 per annum 
to carry on preliminary swamp ana 
overfiow land investigations provided 
an equal amount be cont?fibuted by the 
State geological survey, making in a)] 
$10,000 to be expended in this work; 
be it therefore 


“Resolved, by the Georgia Drainage 


———— 
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| Association, that we respectfully urge 


the general assembly of Georgia to 
make a special appropriation of $5,000 
to the state geological survey in order 
that the plan of co-operation as above 
mentioned may be carr'ed out. Be it 
further 

‘Resolved, That this association re- 
quest that the advisory board of the 
state geological survey use its influ- 
ence in securing the above appropria- 
tion.” 

Water Resources. 


The investigation of the water re- 
sources of Georgia, owing to the lim- 
ited approprit.tion of the survey, have 
been neglecte® by this department 
since 1895. Prior to the date given 
this line of investigation had been 
carried on in co-operation with the fed- 
eral geological survey, and two reports 
were issued which. proved of very 
great value in the development of our 
water powers. The data collected and 
published in ‘these reports were con- 
fined to the larger streams, the small- 
er streams in a large measure being 
wholly neglected. 

Briefly stated, the records of stream 
flow and water power investigation 
are not made in the interest of nor 
for the convenience or benefit of any 
persons connected with the ownership, 
sale, or development of water power 
sites. The object of the investiga- 
tions is to aid the development of our 
country’s natural resources, thus giv- 
ing to the state and to the people as 
a whole such benefits as will natural- 
ly follow the dissemination of this 
knowledge. 

This work can only De done by the 
state and federal government, because, 
first, its long continuance makes it im- 
practical for private parties to under- 
take and carry out; and, second, the 
records, in order to be of any value 
in many cases, must be disinterested 
and impartial and acceeptable to al} 
parties concerned. Parties and business 
organizations interested in the up- 
building of the state fully realize the 
importance of water power investiga- 
tion, and are now making a strong 
effort to have this work continued, as 
shown by the strong resolutions re- 
cently passed py the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce. 

In conclusion, I beg to add that I 
have recently had a conference with 
the representatives of the federal geo- 
logical survey and the United States 
department of agriculture, on the 
three different lines of work .above 
outlined, and it gives me very great 
pleasure to inform the board that 
these departments of the federal gov- 
ernment have given me the assur- 
ance that they will each be glad to 
co-operate in this work. The federal 
geological survey offers to co-operate 
with the state geological survey to 
the extent of $5,000 per year in water 
resource investigation on the condi- 
tion that the state will put in an equal 
amount. Like offers have also been 
made by the bureau of soils’and the 
drainage inyestigations bureau of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, for soll investigation and for 
prelinvinary surveys @®f swamp and 
overfiow lands of the state.

MOULTRIE KICKS 
ON DEPARTMENT 


Delay of Postal Authorities in 
Giving City Delivery Service 
Causes Complaint. 


Moultrie, June .17.,—<(Special.)—That 
there 18 much red tape connected with 
the administration of the postoffice 
department cannot be denied. A year 
ago the receipts for the preceding year 
at this office was more than sufficient 
for the institution of a delivery serv- 
ice, and the department promised that 
the service would be instituted at 
once. 

In anticipation of this service, the 
city council had the streets posted and 
the houses: numbered. An inspector 
from the department has just arrived 
and marked out the locations of mail 
boxes, which will be fifteen in num- 
ber, and made arrangements for ap- 
pointment of three carriers. 

The receipts at the postoffice show 
a steady increase each month, and 
from the last yearly report sufficient 
increase was shown ‘to entitle Postmas- 
ter H. M. Pierce to an increase of $100 
to his salary. Mr. Pierce says the 
boxes will be stationed, carriers ap- 
pointed and the delivery service insti- 
tuted within sixty.to ninety days.

WANTS INCREASE 
IN TAX RETURNS 


Comptroller General Wright 
Believes the Corporations 
Should Pay More. 


Comptroller Wright believes cor- 
porations in this state should show as 
great increase in tax returns this year 
as last year showed over the previous 
year, and he will be satisfied with 


nothing less. 

Last yéar corporations showed in- 
creases of $67,000,000 over 1909, and as 
the roads all had good buSiness last 
year, and most of them have made big 
improvements, the comptroller is una- 
ble to see why similar’ gains should 
not mark 1911. 

To date not a single return of any of 
the big roads has proven acceptable. 
Some of them have cut down their re- 
turns, while others have made such 
slight increases that Colonel Wright 
has refused point blank to accept 
them. 

In this way he has rejected returiis 
of the Central of Georgia, the Souvth- 
ern, the Atlanta and West Point, and 
a tentative return from the Seaboard. 
the Coast Line, the Atlanta, B.rming- 
ham and Atlantic and some other ‘lines 
have not made any returns at all to 
date. “ 

“Georgia in all lines shows gains in 
business, and prosperity reigns,” says 
the comptroller. “And I can see no 
justice in allowing the big roads to 
trim down their valuations or make 
such slight increases as in no wise 
represents the right. I expect we will 
have arbitration boards: on nearly all 
of the big companies.” 

After a conference in the comptrol- 
ler’s offive between icity officials of 
Brunswick and attorneys for the. At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic, re- 
garding fixing a valuation on that 
road’s wharfs and docks in Brunswick, 
no agreement was;reached. Brunswick 
estimates the property as worth close 
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to $700,000, while the road thinks not 
quite $100,000 would be right. Bruns- 
wick exempted this. property for. a 
term of years, and when the dispute 
arose over the vuluation this year, the 
comptroller discovered that the prop- 
erty had never been returned for coun- 
ty and state tax. Unless the disput- 
ants get together soon, he wiil.assess 
a valuation and’claim back taxes since 
1905. - The issue will probably finally 
go to arbitration.

Seldom that good wheat and good. 
eats come together, but so it is this 
year, let the Lord be praised. 

Mr. McCart, on the Lawrenceville 
road, is cutting his oats with a ma- 
chine that binds the bundles and 
drops them in a pile ready for shock- 
ing. Good judges say that he will 
‘make full seventy-five Qushels per 
acre. In another field close by him 
they are harvesting all of 25 bushels 
per acre of wheat. The ohly thing 
that jarred me in this, is that all the 
cutting is being done by a machine, 
though I recognize that McCart’s oats 
could hardly be cut with a cradle—I 
am still a Boxer. 

But on our trip we saw the cradles 
still doing the work in many places, 
and this carried us back through the 
years to the old plantation days, 
when harvest time was the joliiest 
time of all the year. Harvest now is 
like everything else. Simply business— 
the machine knocks joy, sentiment and 
rivalry in manhood out of everything 
it touches. In the years before the 
War, even negroes welcomed the com- 
ing of harvest as a time to feast and 
have fun. In those days, no farmer 
would have pretended to gather his 
own harvest all alone. It was the 
pleasure of neighbors to join forces 
and all work together, the first to 
ripen the first to harvest. This made 
ft more of a frolic than otherwise. 
with plenty to eat and a little to drink. 
It was a sure delight to watch these 
crowds that gathered. Muscular 
young men, with cradles upon their 
shoulders, were accompanied by sweet- 
hearts as lithe as the deers’ that 
roamed.

Conditions have changed vastly since Dr. Felton undertook his 


42| mission Of statesmanship. The road has vastly enhanced in value. 


The territory it serves has developed magically. Conditions in the 
railroad world, suchas might govern the new lease terms, are of 
a much greater complexity. Where there was one factor to be reck- 
oned with then, there are several now. 

In brief, the man who plans and executes an advantageous re- 
lease of the Western and Atlantic will be discharging a service in 
those higher realms of the public welfare which are not ‘measurable 
in the ordinary terms of politics. All this is, of course, postulated 
upon the fact that the sale of the road is a possibility not worthy of 
even entertaining. Mrs. Felton’s statistics and revelations are clinch- 
ers in that direction, and they are such as must appeal to the hard- 
headed business sense of the state. 

It becomes, then, only necessary to determine the conditions 
under which the state road is to be re-leased—and to find the man to 
lead. 

Who will be the lion of the new lease? 
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CLAYTON COUNTY SEES THE LIGHT. 


Regarding the gospel of good roads, Clayton county has seen 
the light. No longer is it numbered among the dead or sleeping 
counties. Its authorities have notified the’ prison commission that 
it will reclaim its quota of road-building convicts, forfeited. sev- 
eral months ago to Wilkerson and Spalding counties. 

-When the felony convicts first became available for road-making 
purposes, Clayton was among the most enthusiastic of the counties 
in stepping forward and taking over its allotment. Its ordinary, 
an enterprising and capable man, laid out a splendid system of 
boulevards, which would require time and labor and a little monev 
tc: materialize, -and-the work began. : 

_ It didn’t proceed far. Some of the citizens conceived the idea 
that the project was too costly a one; that the game was not 
worth the candle. The matter drifted into politics, and after. a 
struggle, it was decided to relinquish the convicts. 

Spalding and Wilkerson snapped them up like -hot cakes, 
and have been using them in road-building and extension ever since. 
Meanwhile, highway improvement in Clayton stagnated, and the 
good roads border-to-border routes on which work had begun, were 
about to give way to routes skirting the county. i 

_ But, at last, Clayton has seen the error of her ways. Enter- 
prise and aggressiveness has triumphed. The other day, the county 
notified the commission that it would reclaim its convicts and they 
will be set to work on the roads on or about July's. 

Clayton’s error and her waking ought to furnish a lesson to 
every backward county in Georgia. The actual money profit that 
has come from sensibly handling convicts on roads in the more 
alert counties, ought also to furnish a lesson. And the number of 
counties going to the bond method of perfecting road systems 
Should not be neglected in the final summing up. 
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THE “SWAMP DRAINAGE” TRAIN. 


Under the auspices of the federal department of avriculture 
a special train is touring the western south, preaching to the farm- 
ers the profits of drainage of swamp lands. 

The trip began June 14 and the itinerary includes points in 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Illinois, Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Arkansas. It will last through June 30. 

It is argued that if the farmers of the western states have 
reclaimed land abandoned as worthless by the use of “dry” ditches. 
the use of “wet ditches” in the south will work an equal miracie 
by reclaiming land abandoned to muck and water. 

A feature of the theory is that land thus reclaimed is so rich 
as to make it almost double that of the ordinary acres—although, 
of course, there are the expenses incidental to stumpage and getting 
the land into shape for cultivation. . 
3 A similar movement is on foot in Georgia, and has reached 
even more practical proportions. Under the leadership. of State 
Geologist McCallie there is a campaign on foot to secure from the 
approaching legislature an appropriation of $5,000 with which to 
begin swamp reclamation. The federal government has offered 
te match such an appropriation. 

In Georgia and other southern states, such propaganda is 
worthy of all encouragement. The commercial incentive is tre- 
mendous. And there is the additional advantage that swamp lands 
reclaimed, make for an improvement of hygienic conditions obtain- 
able in. no other manner. , 
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THE MEXICAN INDIAN COMPLICATION. 


A situation mingled equally of humor and gravity has risen 
in disturbed Mexico by reason of the hostile activities of Indians 
in the peninsula of Yucatan. It seems that when the Madero revo-

A reduction of nearly three-fourths in volume of the cotton 
crop in Georgia. — 
_ That is the menace seen for this state in a few years, and de- 
tailed elsewhere by H. G. Hastings, an Atlanta business man, whose

The reduction, he ‘predicts, will be wrought by the Mexican 
boll weevil. He compares conditions in Georgia to conditions in 
Louisiana, where, under the attacks of this pest, the cotton crop 
shrunk in five years from 1,000,000 to 265,000 bales. - 

Mr. Hastings is.not.a destructive critic. He has a remedy. It 
is intensive cotton cultivation and diversification—begun now! He’ 
believes such methods will leave us practically scathless from the 
boll weevil. _ He is convinced that without them business and agri-

If it strikes Georgia.and.finds us defenseless the cost of read-' 
justment will be a formidable one. 

In other words, the handwriting of the boll weevil is now on 
the wall, To escape penalty, it is necessary to take preventive 
steps immediately. “ys 

It would be easy to dismiss the peril as far-off and negligible, 
bnt such a course would be folly undiluted. For Mr. Hastings is 
not an alarmist and not alone in his warnings. State Entomologist 
Worsham, Dr.-Soule, the farming papers, the daily papers, agencies 
innumetable, have been telling the farmers of Georgia these years to 
prepare to pull the fangs of this specter by getting their house in 
order now. , 

Providentially, Texas and Louisiana have fought out the prob- 
lem and we can profit by their experiences, if we are even ordinarily 
forehanded. 

To minimize its effects, these states have had to stop “skinning 
the land” as we now do in Géorgia. They have taken to early-ma- 
turing varieties of cotton, so the staple will mature before the in- 
sect can reach its full power for mischief. They have employed in- 
tensive cultivation so that more cotton may be raised to the acre. 


And they have diversified. Mr. Hastings shows that last year 
Louisiana produced not only enough corn for her own use, but 
enough to sell abroad. That is not to mention other products. 
The state that adopts such a policy can afford to sleep at night 
when the weevil knocks on the door. 

What are we doing in Georgia? According to statistics cited 
by Mr. Hastings, we last year spent. $170,000,000 for agricultural 
products we should have raised on out own acres—nearly twenty 
million dollars more than we received for the cotton crop. 

Such a system is simply economic insanity. It would be that 
even though the boll weevil were not nearing the threshold, as The 
Constitution has been preaching for many years. But the blind 
folly of it is intensified when we contemplate the effect of a visitation

Much of this anxiety grew out of 
my husband’s active interest in the 
matter and partook largely of sym- 
athy with his strenuous endeavor, 
ut I had also a patriot’s concern for 


‘the prosperity of my native: state.

I was thoroughly satisfied that the 
money which woulg be taken in, if the 
property should be sold, would be dis- 
sipated in many and unsatisfactory 
ways. A large sum of money in the 
strong box of the state Is a temptation 
to extravagant legislation. We must 
ali be convinced that congress will al- 
Ways remain a spendthrift body, so 
long as there are millions to be drawn 
from the treasury by greedy and am- 
bitious legislators in Washington city. 

I hazard nothing when I say that 
there would not be found now a single 
dollar of the money which the sale of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad in 
1890 would have turned in, if the sale 
project had been consummateg instead 
of a safe ré-lease of the property. As 
Governor Brown aptly remarked when 
a sale was talkeq about in 1869, “the 
money and the bonds of the state 
would never meet,” indicatin the 
waste which would certainly follow a 
sale. It is the story of all sG@ch pub- 
lic enterprises, with the fewest pos- 
sible exceptions to the general rule. 

In the quiet of my declining days, 
for I have passed the seventy-sixth 
milepost in my journey of life, I do 
not hear a great deal of politics, either 
state or national. But there has 
drifted to me, in an indefinite way, the 
knowledge that sale advocates are al- 
ready in council.

almost at the parting of the ways, the 
way from prosperity to that of a se6- 
rious business and agricultural depres- 
sion. : 

. I dislike to strike a seemingly: dis- 
cordant note in the chorus of acclaim 
as to the prosperity of our state in 
almost every line of industry, but it 
does seem to me that’ our people 
should open their eyes to the danger 
that confronts us in the not distant, 
future. 

With all due credit to our manufac~ 
turing and commercial lines, Georgia 
and the entire southeast is essentially 
an agricultural section, and must. be 
recognized as such. Further, the suc- 
cess and prosperity of the commercial 
and manufacturing lines is dependent 
in large degree on the success and 
prosperity of agriculturé. 

Our agricultural system is dead 
wrong. While there is a temporary 
prosperous condition, it is an_ unsafe 
one. It is a prosperity based on a 
high price for a single product. So 
far, so good, but to the west of us 
looms up a dark cloud. That cloud is 
the steady and inevitable advance 
eastward of the Mexican boll weevil, 
the worst enemy to any single crop 
that has ever been known, 

In Georgia in 1912. 

It is now nearly half way across the 
southern part of Alabama. It will cer- 
tainly appear in southwest Georgia 
not later than 1912, and it may reach 
us this year. The boll weevil is as 
certain in Georgia within two .years 
as death and taxes, and like «them, 
must be met, and with our present sys- 
tem of agriculture and poor cultural 
methods, it means disaster, not only fo

After many years’ struggle, Texas 
has. in a measure, succeeded in con- 
trolling the weevil, but Texas is nat- 
urally better fitted to combat the boll 
weevil than any other state in the 
aution belt. Our Georgia conditions 
more nearly approximate those of 
Louisiana, where the crop has been 
cut from @ million bales to 265,000 in 
five years. It is that kind of a situa- 
tion..that stares us in the face, and the 
great majority of our eople are so 
blind that they seeming’y cannot see 
their dangetf. 

You or ask whether or not there 
is a remedy. Yes, but it means an 
entire revolution of our agricultural 
methods, 

Cotton can be grown under boll 
weevil conditions, and will be, but 
by intensive and diversified methods.

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R. ALEXIS CARRELL and the other 


scientific wizards of the Rockefeller 

Institute, New York, have made new 
and remarkable experiments in growing 
bodily organs away from the body. 

Dr. Carrel first attracted the attention of 
the scientific world when he planted the kid- 
neys of one cat in another cat, and the leg 
of one dog on another dog. 

These experiments tended to show how the 
processes of growth in the body could be 
regulated and modified by artificial inter- 
ference. 

Going further, Dr. Carrel proved that parts 
of various organs removed from the body 
would continue to grow when enclosed in a 
vessel in a laboratory, or kept “in vitro,” as 
it is termed scientifically. The spleen, kidney, 
bone, marrow, skin, thyroid gland and other 
organs of the body were made to grow in 


this manner. ; 
In the earlier experiments in the growth of 


organs the transplanted portions were kept 


in the natural body medium. In the latest 
experiments by Dr. Carrel and: Dr. Mont- 
rose T. Burrows, at the Institute, they have 
modified the body medium by adding dis- 
tilled water and sodium chloride, and they 
have thereby produced in many cases a re- 
markable accelefation of growth, as com- 
pared with specimens that were kept in the 
normal. medium. 

This discovery is probably of more im- 
mediate practical] value than any yet made 
by the investigators. It makes it reasonably 
certain that before long science will be able 
to inject fluids into the human body and 
promote the growth of certain organs. For 
instance, it was found that when the body 
medium surrounding the liver of a chicken 
‘was diluted by two volumes of distilled wa- 
ter, there was a great acceleration of growth. 

This certainly indicates that before long 
it will be ible to accelerate the growth 
of a defective liver in a human being. New 
cells will be grown in an aged man to take 
the place of those destroyed or made useless 
by disease. |

seem to prove that it could, then the sufferer 
might be restored to good health. 

Similar operations, involving artificial 
growth of organs and tissues will, it is. prob- 
able, be performed on lungs, heart, spleen, 
bones, eyes and brains. 

The means of promoting growth seem ex- 
traordinarily simple. A little distilled water 
added to the body fluid surrounding one or- 
gan, a little sodium chloride added to the 
body fluid surrounding another organ, and 


you have amazing growth. 
“It may be concluded,” say Drs. Carrel 
and Burrows in their account of their latest 


‘experiments in Vol. XIII, of the Journal of 


Experimental Medicine, published by the 
Rockefeller Institute, “that the degree of 
dilution of the culture.medium has a marked 
influence on the rate of growth of splenic 
tissue. The maximum acceleration was oD 
tained in a medium composed of three vol- 
umes of normal plasma (i. e. the normal 
body medium enveloping an organ, the blood, 
lymph, or whatever it may be), and two vol- 
umes of distilled water. The growth in this 
latter medium was very much larger than in 
norma] blood, 

“In other experiments we found that in 
Giluted blood there was also an acceleration 
of the growth of the skin, the heart and the 
liver of chickens. The skin of adult frogs 
also grew more actively in this medium. 

“The most efficient degree of dilution va- 
ried according to the nature of the tissues 
and to the species of the animals. While the 
medium consisting of blood with two-fifths 
distilled water produced the largest growth 
of splenic tissue, a slightly less diluted me 
dium was more favorable for the liver and 
the heart, and generally for the skin also. 

“The spleen of kittens was very easily af- 
fected by the changes of the dilution of the 
medium, while the skin of the frog presented 
its best growth in plasma containing one- 
half distilled water. 

‘Normal blood is certainly not the ideal 
medium for the growth of tissues since slight 
modifications of the tension, the alkalinity 
or the addition of certain inorganic salts to 
the normal medium, increase the rate of the 
growth of tissues. 

“If a tissue or an organ found in the body 
the best possible medium it would grow in- 
definitely, reach an enormous size and be- 
come a source of danger to the organism 
itself. Nevertheless, it would be very impor- 
tant to determine the composition of the me- 
dium that each tissue requires for its devel- 
opment. 

“Thus favorable conditions could possibly 
be given to a tissue temporarily without in- 
terfering greatly with the nutrition of: the 
other tissues of the organism.” 7 

The investigators here point out, as. éne 
important application of this suggestion, that 
when a nerve is cut the fibrous scar which re- 
sults often prevents the reunion of thé sev- 
ered nerve ends.

handling of it. A gmall fragment of thyroid, 
cleanly cut, reproduced mainly spindle-shaped 
cells, but-from scrapings of the same .tissue 
epithelial or membrane cells were born.

When the animal was only a few days old 
they began groWing much sooner—after the 
passing of ten or twelve hours. 

The kidneys grew four or five days after 
trahsplantation and continued to do so as 
long as the nutritive medium lasted. The 
suprarenal glands, situated above the kidneys 
and the thyroid ‘gland, which regulates 
growth in the body, both grew in the same 
period. 

Tissues like cartilage and peritoneum grew 
slowly for three days,”but after a week be- 
came much more active, and were in full vege 
tation after about nine or ten days. 

The process of growth was very curious to 
watch. The first indication of growth was 
the appearance on the edges of the surface 
of a few small and irregular granulations. 
This was a kind of seed, “cytoplasm,” from 
which the cells were to grow. The cells 
which formed were found to be of two general 
forms, spindle-shaped and polygonal. 

. The spindle-shaped cells were born first in 
all the tissues. Dr. Carre] thinks they are 
derived from the connective tissue frame work 
of the organs. A little later the polygonal 
cells appeared. These varied widely accord- 
ing to the nature of the tissue. Kidney tissue 
reproduced the polygonal celis of the kidney, 
cartilage reproduced ita own polygonal cells 
and so on.

ment of tissue a mass of new cartilage pro. 
truded and ;invaded the nutritive medium. 
After a few days it became go large that it 
could be seen by the naked eye. 
Progressively the rate of growth became 

faster. Many irregular cells with long arms 
now appeared in the plasma about the old 
cartilage. After nine days the culture was 
in full activity and the old cartilage had gen- 
erated outside of the body a piece of new 
cartilage about a twelfth of an inch long.” 

When they cultivated bone, “a few large 
spindle-shaped cells were seen crawling along 
the edges of bone,” writes Dr. Carrel. 

They cultivated skin from fragments of the 
skin of an adult frog. The growth was very 
rapid. After forty-eight hours the area of new 


epidermis obtained in some cultures wag twice 
as large as the old fragment of skin. 


The thyroid gland of adult dogs grew very 


rapidly. After thirty-six or forty-eight hours, 
long spindle-shaped cells protruded at one of 
several points from ‘the edges of the tissue. 
After the fifth or sixth day the cultures were 
in full and sometimes wild vegetation, which 
lasted as long as the nutritive medium was 
in good condition.

smallpox or influenza in the sexes, yet while 
adult females appear to be more susceptible 
to all these diseases, especially the first two, 
all are believed to be more fatal in adult 
males. At one time typhoid fever was thouht 
to be slightly more fatal in females than 
males, but more recent statistics have clear- 
ly disproved this. Mortality from pulmonary 
tuberculosis was formerly greater among fe- 
males, but now statistics show it to be great- 
er among males. 

“Except billary calculi, then, cancer is the 
only disease common to both sexes from 
which adult females suffer more than do 
adult males, but the rate of increase of can- 
cer is now much greater in men than in 
women.” . 

Women mature at an earlier age than men, 
and this fact, Dr. Stewart believes, makes 
them respond more readily to external and 
internal stimuli than men. 

It is this special susceptibility of woman, 
too, that renders her more Hable to- attacks 
of hysteria, neurasthenia, emotional states, 
and the milder forms of insanity. Instead, 
however, of this special affectibility beisg 
an evidence of constitutiofial frailty, as has 
been supposed, it appears to serve as a dis- 
tinct advantage, a&cting somewhat ag a sen- 
tinel or outpost to ward off attacks upon 
more important centres. 

So, too, woman’s well-known tendency to 
early physical exhaustion serves to protect 
her from the fatal crash that often comes to 
man from over-exertion. ‘He who fights and 
runs away may live to fight another day.’ 
When the emotions, the affections, howevér, 
stimulate to activity, as in the case of nursing 
sick friends, it appears that women can en- 
dure more hardships, especially in the loss 
of sleep, than men can.

HE amazing, seemingly incredible things 
that happened in H. G. Wells’s. novel, 
“The Food of the Gods,” have now 
been made possible by science.

This substance is secreted by the “pitul- 
tary body”—a small bit of structure, oval in’ 
shape and hardly bigger than a pea—which is 
situated at the base of the brain. This tiny 
organ, half gland and half nerve-stuff, manu- 
factures a drug which influences growth. 

The drug, made in small quantities, is one 
of the most powerful known. It is produced 
intermittently—a little now, then no more for 
a while, and ¢o on, Which is why. the boy 
or girl grows “by jumps,” instead of at a 
steady rate, 

This Pp hysiological drug is a true drug—juat 
as much so as opium, or, let us say, strych- 
nine. But science knows, approximately, 
what opium is composed of; it is entirely in 
the dark as to the make-up of the “growth 
chemical,” as it has been called. 

However (and thie ig a point obviously 
most important, the drug in question is al- 
ways obtainable in practically unlimited 
quantities, from a corresponding gland in the 
brain of the sheep. Science could not destroy 
human beings to get it, but sheep are cheap. 
The “growth chemical” derived from the 
sheep’s brain is, chemically at least, the same 
as that produced by the “pituitary body” in 
man. 

The interesting bearing of this fact lies in 
the possibility that the “growth chemical” , 
may be used artificially to promote growth. 
It is possible, theoretically at least, to do this. 
Since we know that a substance provides the 
desired effect and we know where it ca 
obtained, great difficulties perhaps remain 
to be overcome before the superman can be 
produced, but this is an age that accomplishes 
miracles quickly. At a future day, doubtless, 
we shall be able, as we choose, to make chil- 
dren as big or as small as we wish. ‘Fhe de- 
termination of stature will be under our 
centrol. By administering doses of the drug 
hypodermically we shall be able to make tail

girls or short girls, tall boys or short boys, 
at will. Thus the miracle of science fore- 
cast by Wells becomes a possibility, if not 
a@ probability. . 

When science actually attempts the crea: 
tion of a giant, the most natural proceeding 
would be to keep up the rate of growth at 
It would merely 
be necessary to keep up the rate at which 
& baby grows after birth in order to produce. 
a giant of tremendous proportions. other 
words, it would only be necessary to keep 
the pituitary secretion as abundant for a few 
years as it is during the first year. 

An average baby fifteen days old is 19 
inches long. At the end of a year it is 28 
inches long. That means that it increases by 
one-half its total height in the course of one 
year. If it went on growing at this Tate it 
would be nearly 11 feet tall at five years of 
age, and on jts tenth birthday the child would 
be over 68 feet high. During its first six 
months of life the infant doubles tts weight, 
and a little figuring shows that if it kept on 
at that rate it would weigh two tons long: 
before reaching its fourth birthday. 

We know that at present a human being’s 
ordinary increase in stature is. principally in 
the length of the bones, and that ‘a baby’s 
brain and vital organs are nearly as large 
as a man’s. But when growth is controlled 
artificially it should be possible to produce 
@ man whose brain and vital organs would 
grow enormously—who would be, in fact, a 
“superman.” But he cannot keep on at that 


rate, or he would grow about twenty feet in 
ten years. - 

In investigating the subject of growth the 
experts of the United States Government and 
other scientists have made many new and in-

in females, in the proportion of 72 per min- 
ute for men and 80 for women. But as slow- 
ness of pulse, like slowness of respiration, 
nearly always goes with increased weight, 
the difference is probably no greater than 
would naturally be expected. In old age 
woman’s pulse rate is inclined to increase 
slightly more than man’s. 

Woman excretes less carbonic acid, and 
therefore is in less need of oxygen and needs 
it less vitally than man, This is thought to 
be a factor in women’s greater capacity to 
endure heat. 

Degenerative changes in the blood ves- 
sels and rigidity of the thorax, both charac- 
teristics of senility, are found much earlier 
in man than in woman. Man dies suddenly 
much oftener than woman. Men suffer from 
baldness much oftener than women. 

The fact that woman lives a more pro- 
tected life, avoids the stresses and strains 
that favor senility, may be a factor, but it 
can hardly be the only factor in her superior 
tenacity of life. 

She lives,a more protected life than man 
because she is differently constituted. If a 
thousand able-bodied men anda thoenaat 
able-bodied women be uniformed, armed and 
equipped for battle and ordered on a long 
and weary march to the front, more men 
would probably reach their destination, while 
more women would be found exhausted, but 
more men found dead on the roadside. 

Owing to their peculiar psychological 
organization, women heed the warnings of 
fatigue ahd avoid the fatal crash, while man, 
wito his iron will, after complete exhaustion, 
resolves to take another step if he dies in 
the attempt. 

“So,” eoncludes Dr. Stewart, “after making 
all due allowances for the greater mortality 
of man in war and from accidents from dan- 
gerous occupations and from line ex- 
cesses, there are g0od reasons for believing 
that nothing short of a constitutional differ- 
ence can account for the greater tenacity of 
life in women.” 
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In the frst place, it is to be noted that the 
growth of a child goes entirely by jumps— 
some long ones; as in the case of the new- 
born baby, and the others less so. In between 
these jumps theré is quiescence. You may 
examine your little boy sometimes and find 
that he has grown an inch in a month, 

The process of growth by leaps and jumps 
is called “stature rhythm.” The observa- 
tion is not new, but it has pointed the way 
to new discoveries and possibilities. 

One remarkable discovery is the alternation 
.of long and short generations of humanity. 

A dozen years or so ago the extraordinary 
stature of the young women then newly 
grown up attracted attention, They were 
three or four inches taller than their mothers, 
and the. question was seriously raised whether 
a new. standard had rot been set for the 
height of the female of the human species. 
Many theories were put forward.to account 
for this apparent overgrowth of a whole 
feminine generation, the one generally ac- 
cepted being that,much outdoor exercise (a 
new thing for women) was accountable for 
this phenomenon. 

Conservative thinkers ventured to doubt 
whether physical exercise, however favorable 
to bodily development in. other ways, could 
possibly augment stature. Their: views were 
disregarded, but now the surprising fact is 
observed that the girls of to-day who have 
newly arrived at womanhood are remarkably 
little. Their stature actually averages less 
than that of their grandmothers. 

Unfortunately, there is a lack of “reliable 
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figures sean to the stature of women and 
men from generation to generation. But 
such data as exist would seem to show that 
the height of the average of either sex varies 
from generation to generation, as if in obe- 
dience to some law of rhythm. The very 
fact that the girls of a dozen years ago were 
extraordinarily tall was. (according to this 
theory) enough to make it certain that they, 
‘would be succeded by girls of less than’ 
that what might be called “standard size.” 
Presumably the same law applies to men. 
What this has to do with the rhythm of 
growth-in the individual boy or girl is un-: 
determined. But it is at least. conceivable 
tBat the race, like the individual, grows by. 
fits and starts. While there .are seeming 
variations in average stature from genera- 
tion to generation, one must accept the un- 
deniable fact (as proved by ancient suits of 
armor and other such evidence) that the 
men of a few centuries ago were not so tall 
and large as those of to-day. It must be 
that, as a race, we are steadily, though by 
jumps, getting bigger. 

There are eyer so many other new and 
interesting facts relating to stature, body 
weight and other physical characteristics.' 
Medical Director Ruschenbderger, of the 
United States Army, declares that the thing 
really important in estimating the “viability,” 
i. e., power to survive and preserve physical 
efficiency of a military uit, is not the 
stature, but the lengthot the cerebro-spinal 
column—that is to say, the distance between 
the top of the head and the lower end of the 
backbone,

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NEWS OF RELIGIOUS WORLD 


AND ra a 
MISSION MONEY 


Official reports haye now been receiv- 
ed from fifteen of the eighteen mission- 
ary societies in America, which closed 
their fiscal years this past spring, in 
‘time to make reports to annual meet- 
ings held this May and June-. Their 
total gain in money recefpts for 1910-11, 
over 1909-10, amounts to $195,500 from 
individuals and churches. Somewhat 
more than this waa received from lega- 
cles, but bequests are not held by socie- 
tiles to indicate larger or smaller inter- 
eat in the subject of missions. Com- 
pared with the average gains in receipts 
of the same societies since 1900, the an- 
nual increase is smaller. Beginning 
about ten years ago receipts of most 
Protestant societies increased rapidly, 
gome of them getting from their consti- 
tuencies during the decade since 1900 
as much as during all the years from 
their organization down to that date. 
Responding to demands from fields, but 
mot counting on larger receipts because 
of larger interest in missions on the 
part of laymen, a few societies expand- 
ed their work last year, and have fallen 
into debt, or increased debts already in- 
curred. The sum of $196,500 is not, how- 
ever, involved in plans of societies, but 
represents income last year when com- 
pared with the previous year. 


INCOMES OF CERTAIN 
} MISSION BOARDS 


Missionary societies whose increases 
in receipts in 1910-11 over 1909-10 
amounts to $195,500 are all of those 
through which men and women, organ- 
ized and unorganized, in all principal 
bodies give to missions. Included in the 
list are Baptist, home and foreign, north 
and south; Presbyterian, home and for- 
eign, north and south; Cumberland and 
United Presbyterian; Congregational 
home, Reformed home and foreign and 
United Brethren home and foreign. Of 
four large societies that end their fiscal 
year this fall, one is behind at the end 
of its first six-months by about $40,000, 
two others are about equal to former 
years, and the fourth is $33,000 ahead of 
the same date last year. Baptists north, 
in their foreign work, gained $28,365 
last yeat, which was a little under the 
average gain for the last ten years. 
Presbyterians north gained for foreign 
work $191,667, of which legacies fur- 
nished $91,000 and other sources addi- 
tional sums so that increase from 
churches amounted to $81,270. Its aver- 
age increase during the past ten years 
has varied from $20,000 to $100,000 a 
year. The same body, in its home work, 
increased $84,516, but all save $1,814 
was due to legacies. United Presbyte- 
ridn laymen have pledged $75,000 for 
work in Korea not included in the above 
figures because not to be paid in for 
three or four years. 


MISSION CONDITIONS 
AND LAYMEN 


The following expression from a 
prominent layman, identified with ef- 
forts to arouse Christian laymen to the 
importance of missions and increase 
gifts from them, seems to set forth 
fairly the present situation: ‘There is, 
without doubt, a larger interest in mis- 
sions on the part of mature men. Thou- 
sands heretofore taking no part in 
missionary meetings and giving little, 
are now informed about missions, and 
gome are increasing their gifts. In 
the churches are records of increases 
in local support and home missions as 
well as foreign missions. Time is need- 
ed to gather financial gifts. Not a few 
of the pledges reported are for sums 
to be paid itn during a series of years. 
Other pledges are for work not under 
the general missionary societies. Finan- 
cial conditions during the last six 
months, while they have ont been bad, 
they have seen a rather stringent money 
supply, with a very great demand for 
money for business expansion. The de- 
mands of pleasure are not to be o¥er- 
looked. The laymen’s campaigns are be- 
ing waged with vigor. There is no let up. 
Methods are being improved and re- 
gults are being garnered. Since 1900 
there have been large increases in re- 
eeipts of all societies. The increases 
will continue. We are on the eve of 
large advances.” 


BUILDING UP THE 
CUMBERLAND BODY AGAIN 


Cumberland Presbyterians who did 
mot enter the union with Presbyte- 
rians north claim 600 mfnisters and 
115,000 members out of a total of 1,600 
ministers and 185,000 members as re- 
maining faithful to the old body. 
Strong efforts are making to build up 
the Cumberland church again. So suc- 
cessful is it that leaders in it declare 
the effects of the “wreck,” as they call 
it; will eventually be wiped out. Cum- 
berland synods are now constituted in 
‘Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas and 
Tennessee, and there is a presbytery in 
Indiana that is connected with the 
gynod of Ilitnois. Besides there are 
thousands of individuals, it is claimed, 
fn Ohio, Pennsylvania, Kansas, Colo- 
rado and other states who refuse to 
fdentify themselves with other bodies 
and await the reorganization of Cum- 
berland presbyteries. Just now a search 
fis making for a general field agent for 
the Cumberland denomination, to work 
under the general Cumberland mission- 
ary society. The total income of that 
society last year was $2,612, and its ex- 
penses $1,134. Besides this sum, $4,488 
was handled by the separate synods. 
The society's report states that there 
is distrust of the church's officials, 
many fearing to send money because 
of the conduct of late treasurers and 
secretaries. The reference is to offi- 
cials who united with the northern 
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Presbyterian body, The reason given: 
by the Cumberlands who refuse to | 
unite is that they do not believe the 
Calvinistic doctrines of the Presbyte- 
rian Church, North. They do beieve, | 
they say, in a white church for white: 
men, and a negro church for black ; 
men. The Cumberland says it is the 
only Presbyterian church committed to 


that proposition. | 


/DISCIPLES PROPOSE 
CLOSER ORGANIZATION 


Disciples of Christ, meeting in gen- | 
eral convention in Portland, Ore., next 
month, instead of in October as hereto- 
fore, will have presented to them the; 
matter of a closer organization, with: 
delegates representing the churches. A| 
step similar to this was recently taken 
by Baptists in the formation of the, 
Northern Baptist convention, and since ; 
this convention came into existence 
more and more power has been exer- 
cised by it over the missionary socie- | 
ties. Disciples are said to be almost 
unanimous in feeling that their present 
independent and competitive method 
must give way to system. Now home, 
foreign, women ang all other organi- 
zations are independent of each other 
and almost of the churches themselves. 
No way exists by which disciples may 
instruct their own benevolent boards. 
One or two societies enforce a mem- 
bership rule in their annual gather- 
ings, but for the most part all are 
governed by mass meetings. The Dis- 
ciples’ general convention is a mass 
meeting. The feeling is that [ft must 
become a delegate body, with. some 
measure of legislative power, and au- 
thority at least to advise the mission- 
ary and other general societies. Dis- 


ciples benevolent funds amounted last 
year to $1,171,000. 


GENERAL BOOTH 
AND HIS ARMY 


General William Booth, founder of 
the Salvation Army ang now in his 
elighty-second year,: sends word from 
London that he will come to America 
this fall. - He writes that he is in- 
tensely interested in anq busily labor- 
ing for London social -eonditions, 
especially among the extreme poor, but 
that he must, once more, inspect his 
Army in America. Less has been 
heard of the Army than in former) 
years, -but late reports indicate that 
both its work and its income are 
larger now than ever before. While 
neglecting no part of its relief work, 
the Salvation Army in the United 
States has developed a remarkable 
trading business, keeping at the pres- 
ent time thirty men:‘on the road sell- 
ing goods. These men do not enter 
regular commercial lines, but trade 
with Army people. , These people are 
not merely the officers tn charge of 
posts in various cities, but the volun- 
teers, who work in the daytime and 
appear’in uniform in street meetings 
at night, in support of trained offi- 
cers. Such run into the hundreds of 
thousands, and it is among them that 
the trade has been developed. Profits 
from the trade go, of course, to the 
Army and i!ts work. Sales last vear 
amounted to $324,000. Army officers 
on this side fear Géneral Booth will 
not be able, at his age, and nearly 
blind as he is, to get here as he plans. 
THE ELECT INFANT CLAUSE 

Some years agg Presbyterians north 
changed their confession of fatth so 
that that confegsion now leaves no 
doubt in the m S of any as to the 
fate of infants dying in infancy. 
Presbyterians south have now sent to 
their presbyteries a proposition to 
omit the word “elect,” and make the 
clause read, “Infants dying, etc.” Three 
in four of all presbyteries must favor 
the change to pass it, ang it is con- 
sidered doubtful if so many will con- 
sent.

RELIGIOUS CONDITIONS 
IN IRELAND 


Irish Catholigs encouraged by Pope 
Pius X. will make new efforts so to 
adjust political conditions in Ireland 
that losses in Catholic church member- 
ship and population may be stopped. 
It is claimed by them that new laws, 
the adoption of which’ they hope for 
soon, will change the situation, and 
even lead to increase in population and 
church strength. Census figures just 
made public show a loss of 76,824 in 
Ireland’s population’ in- ten years, the 
lowest, however, of any decade since 
1841-61. The figures for respective 
large religious bodies are: Catholics, 
3,258,000; Episcopalians, 575,000;' Rres- 
byterians, 439,000; Methodists, 61,000, 
and others, 57,000. The Catholic loss 
was 2.1 per cent; the Anglican, 1; the 
Presbyterian, 0.8, and the Methodist, 9.3. 
Leinster alone of all the provinces in- 
creased in population. The largest 
losses were in Connaught and Munster, 


CATHOLICS ARE LOOKING — 
AFTER ALLEGED LEAKAGES 


Upen the encouragement of Arch- 
bishop: Quigley, of Chicago, Catholics 
of the Windy City are leading Catholic 
America in several progressive move- 
ments, including the Church Extension 
Society and the Catholic Women’s Mis- 
sionary Movement. About a year ago 
Catholic priests formed a Catholic Col- 
onization Society, designed to care for 
immigrants of Catholic faith, and in 
some measure to stop losses to the 
church through changes of condition 
due to immigration. Under the leader- 
ship of Archbishop Glennon, of St. 
Louis, this Chicago advance has now 
received the indorsement of the arch- 
bishops, and been reorganized, with 
Archbishop Glennon as director gen- 
eral, and a full complement of offi- 
cers. Headquarters have been opened 
in The Temple, Chicago, and the so- 
ciety announces itself ready to assist in 
founding colonization bureaus. The 
Plan is to group immigrants around 
church and school immediately upon 
their settlement in this country, and 
so from the start hold them to the 
church. Just before his death Arch- 
bishop Corrigan, of New York, in a 
public address, declared that during 
thirty years last passéd, Catholic im- 
migrants to America far outnumbered 
Catholic church growth, and the new, 
society speaks in its announcements of | 
the “tremendous losses which have 
been going on for fifty years,” and of 
the society having before it for solution 
“the most momentous problem that has 
confronted, the Catholic church in 
America, and on the manner in which 
it is solved must depend, in great meas- 
ure, the future of catholicity in the 
United States.” 


THE EUCHARISTIC 
CONGRESS AT MADRID 


Cardinal Gibbons, of Baltimore, has 
delegated the Rev. M. J. Riordan, of 
his archdiocese, to represent him at the 
eucharistic congress at Madrid June 24 
to 29, and he sailed for Spain last Sat- 
urday. After some delay, due to un- 
settled relations between the vatican 
and Spain, the pope has just named as 
legate to this congress Cardinal 
Aguirre y Garcia, archbishop of Toledo. 
The act is held to show that Pope Pius 
X considers negotiations with Spain to 
be likely to terminate favorably. The 
congress is the same as met in Mon- 
treal last September. Madrid is a white 
city set on a hill, the highest elevation 
above the sea of any capital in Europe, 
and great preparations are making for 
the procession. In Montreal the feature 
of the procession was the display of 
flowers. These will not be omitted at 
Madrid, but the Spanish fete will give 
prominence to banners, and ten thou- 
sand members of the Nocturnal Adora- 
tion Society will walk and carry them. 
The route, for those familiar with the 
wonderful stuccoed city, is from the 
Plaza de las Armas, of the royal palace 
through the Calle Mayor, crossing the 
renowned Puerta de Sol, and along the

There were no 
early vegetables, and the mares and 
colts, cows and calves, sows and pigs, 
all came from what is now known 4s 
the “old scrub stock.” It was really 
interesting to notice how much time: 
and attention these primitive farmers 
gave to this generous rivalry, and es- 
pecially what improvements this initial 
movement brought about in so short a 
time on their farms, and especially on 
the farms of hundreds of others who 
witnessed the results of these good 
men. 

In this connection I wish especially 
to. mention the. development of the 
usage of cotton seed. The present evo- 
seed product reads 
like a romance. Back in the days of 
the old one-horse power gin accumula- 
tions of cotton seed became a veritable 
nulsance—valueless and despised. . For 
years it was a serious problem to know 
what to do with this by-produce of the 
cotton farm. Every ginnery had its 
pile heaped high ‘like sawdust at a 
sawmill. Often it was a wasting, rot- 
ten, bad-smelling heap. Sometimes it 
was used to feeq stock, after careful 
preparation, but often it was carted 
away and dumped in gulleys and out- 
of-the-way places. It was a pariah 
—an outcast of outcasts. 

Used as a Fertilizer. 
. But these good men disdussed the 
situation and adopted the idea of using 


how my father, on his Morgan county 


carefully drop a handful of seed on 
each side of the corn, being particular 
that not a seed should touch the grains 
of corn, for he had an idea that as the 
cotton seed went through a fermenta- 
tion to become manure it would heat 
the corn and probably destroy its vi- 
tality. This plan was adopted by all 
of his good ola Morgan county: friends. 
From this and similar efforts by other’ 
Georgians, it was soon found that cot- 
ton seeds, instead of being a reahb 
waste, hag a great value. And now, 


j thanks to the good old Morgan county 


farmers, and that 


- 

cared for ang sold everywhere to hun- 
dreds of eager cotton oil mills, and 
there turned into products valued at 
over one hundred million dollars a 
year. The other incidents, my friend 
eating roasting ears. on the second of 
June, reminded me of these good old 
farmers, when the man who brought a 
roasting ear to the barbecue on- the 
Fourth of July, thirty-two days later 
than my friends had been eating them, 
was the hero of the occasion. How 
times have changed, but this was long 
before the times of railroads, in the 
good old times of barbecues and log 
school houses among the primitive 
Plan. They have become “a school- 
boy’s tale, the wonder of an hour.” 

These were good old times when the 
farmers raised on their farms all the 
supplies the family needed.with a very 
few exceptions, and practically they 
had very little use for money. A store 
account for a family of six or eight 
whites, including two or three young 
ladies and forty to fifty negroes, would 
average about fifty dollars a year. This 
would be for what little sugar and cof- 


fee they used. Some of them using it 
only on Sunday, maybe, they would 
Squeeze in Saturday night. Also it paid 
tor their syrup (we called it molasses 
then), salt, tobacco, cheese, mackerel? 
and even articles of toilet, which the 
women of the house could not spin and 
weave. 
A Law Unto Themselves. 

Another fact connected-.with these 
affairs (or barbecues if you want to 
call them), was that these good peo-' 
ple were a law unto themselves. The’ 
strictest decorum prevailed in every! 
particular. I'll give an instance some- 
what amusing. But it showed the de-: 
termination and management of these| 
men. There had been announced that! 
persons of doubtful character would: 
not be permitted, or that any species’ 
of riotism or dissipation would be at} 
lowed on the premises. There was in 
the neighborhood a half handed ‘sort |; 
of fellow, who occasionally “got tight”: 
as they called it. He boasted that 
he was coming to the next meeting 
and raise a row, and that these old 
men’ couldn’t help themselves, in fact, 
dared them to do anything to him. 
sure enough, Art Goolsby came. He 
was kindly asked to leave; he refused, ' 
being somewhat under the influence of} 
liquor, These men held a council, and} 
decided to put on force. They selected: 
six good, strong negro men—gave them: 


a Tope and ordered them to tie the fe1- | 


iow, place him in an ordinary ox cart 
and carry him two or three miles and | 
dump him in the road and leave him 
on the bank of the river tied hand and 
foot. The negro men were too glad to 
obey such an order, felt proud of it 
for they always hated.‘“poor white 
trash’’ anyhow, as they called such 
characters as Art Goolsby. 

The negroes left him near Duncan’s 
crossing on the Apalachee river. The 
next afternoon he was untied and set 
free. Having thus remained in pris- 
on for twenty-four hours, suffice it 
to say that neither Art Goolsby or any 
other such characters ever presumed 
to come to any subsequent barbecue 
these good men gave. 

At these barbecues the negro had a 
good time. He ate what the white man 
left him at the table and he went down 
in the “hollow” as they called the flat 
level place between the hills and 
spent the evening singing, fiddling and 
dancing. Every now and then some 
buck would have a banjo and he was 
always the “it” or maybe he would 
have:quills and would blow quills for 
the women to dance by. So that while 
the farmer men were discussing farm

Going Through Life Encased 
in Ice. 

What a misfortune it is, remarks 
Orison Swett Marden in an article in 
Success Magazine to go through life 
apparently encased in ice, yet all the 
while full of kindly, cordial feeling for 
one’s fellow men!

Come with me to the agriculturl 
department nad see how Uncle Sam 
is waging war on the flies, bugs and 
bacteria which are injuring the far- 
mer. He is ‘findnig them by the mil- 
lions and he has scores Of scientists 
who are rearing them, studying their 
habits and practicing how to destroy 
them. I went today through a num- 
ber of laboratories where these little 
beings are cultivated. Some are 80 
emall that a billion or so can be 
crowded into a thimble, ang they breed 
so rapidly that a single family will 
produce more than sixteen hundred 
million children and grandchildren in 
@ season, many generations béing 
crowded into that time. 

Take for instance the San Jose scale, 
which has cost our frult growers some- 
thing like $200,000,000 and for which 
they are now spending millions to 
fight. I looked at it through the micro- 
ecope in the pomological bureau today. 
The one I examined was among those 
on a peach limb which covered it as 
closely almost as the pores of your 
skin. Each scale is a waxylike body 
not as big as the head of a pin, and 
the insect itself lies under this, using 
it as a shield while it sucks the life- 
blood of the tree. 

The little being is male and female 
and the sexes are married and have 
children not unlike human beings. The 
single female, however, will have 400 
young in a season, and the young 
reach maturity so quickly that one lit- 
tle wife may produce 400 babies a 
year, while the offspring of one parent 
during a single season has been esti- 
mated at more than sixteen hundred 
million females. When it is remem- 
bered that there are colonies of this 
insect scattered throughout every 
orchard region of the United States 
from northern Michigan to the EvVer- 
glades of Florida and from Los Angeles 
to Delaware, you may appreciate what 
a job it is to control them. 

A Chinese Invasion. 

Talk about the Yellow Peril! This 
little animal can come across the 
Pacific. It was brought in On some 
peach stock imported frem China and 
was ruining the orchards of southern 
California when one of the farmers of 
that region gave his trees a wash of 
sheep dip. The dip was composed of 4 
lime, salt and sulphur solution, which 
had come from Australia. He was 
eurprised to find that this liquid wiped 
out the scale. The fact was reported 
to the agricultural department, and 
then, as a result of its experiments, 
began the wholesale spraying which 
now goes on all over the country. 
Every winter or spring the commercial 
orchards of the United States are 
sprayed with this mixtyge. The con- 
centrated spray is too strong to use 
efter the leaves have come out, but it 
does not injure the trees while vegeta- 
tion is dormant, and if applied to ev- 
‘ery bit of the bark above ground it 
wipes out the scale. 

Moreover, the San Jose scale has no 
wings *to fly from tree to tree, al- 
though the young can climb about 
from their HNttle homes over the 
branches, and can be carried on the 
feet of birds to the other trees of 
the orchard or to other orchards, 
which may be many miles off. It may 
also be blown by the wind a short 
distance. 

The insect has so spread that there 
is scarcely a locality in the United 
States which is free from it, and the 
only salvation of an orchard is regular 
gpraying from year to year. The sci- 
entists tell me the spraying should 
begin as soon as the trees are planted, 
for the scale may exist on the nursery 
stock, and a single family which may 
start with a space as veg as the finger 
nail of a baby will soon populate not 
only your orchard, but also those of 
your neighbors. The insects live on 


the trees of the forests, so that the. 


only safe method is a wholesale 
slaughter each year. 
Other Parasites. 

I gpent some time with Professor 
Waite, who is now studying the pre- 
vention of the rot which develops in 
oranges, apples, peaches and other 
ruits on their way to the markets. 
took me into his laboratories, 
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where a number of microscopists and 
other scientists were working, and 
where there were long tables filled 
with glass jars. These were so cover- 
ed as to prevent the invasion of bac- 
teria, and they contained oranges 
which had been inoculated with fun- 
gus and given the right conditions for 
its development. I saw a large number 
of glass tubes the mouths of which 
were plugged with cotton. Each tube 
contained a species of fungus, which, 
by the way, is one of the lower forms 
of vegetable life. 

Fungus is a sort of plant which feeds 
on Other plants. It is a plant cannibal 
or perasite, as ‘it were. It is so small 
that you have.to have a ‘microscope to 
examine it, but it develops so rapidly 
that it soon eats up and destroys any 
fruit to which it attaches itself. I was 
shown a glass cage, something like a 
telephone booth, which was made by 
Mr. Waite that it might be bacteria- 
proof. This is in order that the men 
may work safely within it and that 
the fungus they are studying may not 
be affected by the other little pests fly- 
ing around. This booth has a draft 
which forces the air in through sheets 
of cotton wool, so wadded together 
that the bacteria cannot go through 
them. It is this air that is breathed 
by the operator at work in the booth. 

In other places they were working 
on forms of. fungus which affect the 
leaves and in others upon those which 
eat at the bark and heart of the tree. 
It was, in fact, a great medical labora- 
tory devoted to tree diseases and their 
prevention. 

I found some similar things in the 
laboratories of Professor Quaintance, 
who is fighting all sorts of insects and 
worms which attack our orchards, and 
also in the rooms of Professor Scott, 
who is one of the most famous of our 
scientific doctors as to the treatment of 
fungus diseases. 

Insects Which Eat Millions. 

It Is impossible to estimate the dam- 
age done to our orchards by bugs and 
rot. There are from fifteen to twenty 
insect pests which cost this country 
from sixty to seventy-five million dol- 
lars a year. The control of the San 
Jose scale foots up many millions, and 
then there are also the coddling moth, 
the plum curculio, plant lice and the 
apple and peach borers, which fatten 
on the roots of the trees. 

Take the peach. We have east of 
the Rockies something like 149,000,000 
such trees, and they are yielding a 
crop worth $15,000,000 a year. In some 
seasons the brown rot takes away fully 
half of the profits of the south, and 
the plum curcuilo often eats down our 
peach income to the amount of three 
or four million dollars. By the recent 
discoveries of Professors Scott and 
Qugintance we are able to control cer- 
tain peach pests, and this means an 
annual saving of millions. The mate- 
rial used is a self-boiled lime and sul- 
phur wash mixed with arsenate of lead. 
It is applied several times during the 


season. 
Our Big Peach Crop. 

Now that the people are going crazy 
over the money in apples they seem to 
have fogotten the profits which have 
been and are being made in peaches. 
I am told that the peach is one of the 
biggest gambles In the great lottery of 
fruit-raising. It often fails, but a single 
good crop covers many past losses, and 
two or three make the orchardist rich. 
Take the Miller Brothers of West Vir- 
ginia. They have an orchard which 
has yielded dividends of $500 per acre, 
and out of which they have been mak- 
ing from 40 to 60 per cent per annum. 
We have altogether more than 100 mil- 
lion peach trees. There are eight mil- 
lion in Michigan and almost an equal 
number in Georgia, Texas and Califor- 
nia. Kansas is a great peach state, 
and so are Maryland and Delaware. 
Along the eastern shores of Lake Mich- 
igan there is @ peach country, which 
runs from five to ten miles back from 
the lake, extending north and south 
for a distance of 150 miles. Georgie 
has a number of orchardists who are 
cultivatsng more than 100,000 trees, and 
there is a druggist in that state who 
owns 160,000 trees. The peach trees of 
the south have been recently greatly 
injured by rot and other diseases, but 
the new s<Jutions of the department 
have prove?/the salvation of the crop, 
a ere promises to be big money 

geo 
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is interesting to tell how one boy made 
a fortune in peaches, and by ‘his own 
exertions and study lifted not only his 
own family but many others to afflu- 
ence. I refer to Hale, the peach king 
of Georgia, the man who is now at the 
head of a syndicate which Owns or- 
chard’ capitalized at a million dollars 
or more, and which has shown profits 
of $50,000 and upward a year. I don’t 
know how many hundred thousand 
peach trees Mr. Hale owns, but he has 
built up a great peach-growing {ndus- 
try in southwestern Georgia, and his 
fruit is sent in refrigerator cars all 
over the north. He sometimes harvests 
a million peaches a day, each peach 
being handled three times in sorting, 
picking and packing, and he has the 
most improved methods of, ultivating 
his trees and marketing thé crop. 

I have just talked with a man who 
knows Hale very well. Said he: 

“Hale was born near a little town in 
Connecficut. -His father lived on a 
farm upon which nothing could be 
raised, not even the mortgage. His 
father was in debt and he died, leaving 
the farm incumbered to the amount of 
+ $2,000 with only two Httle boys, Hale 
and his brother, to meet the interest 
and support the family. They found 
they had to hire themselves out to keep 
the farm going, and at 12 years of 
age young Hale was cutting corn for 
his neighbors at a few cents a day. 

It was one day during the noon 
recess, when he was tired of handling 
cornstalks, that he sat down under a 
seedling peach tree and munched the 
fruit, while he wondered whether he 
should ever be able to pay off the debt 
and make a man of himself. As he did 
so he looked up at the peaches and 
thought how fine it would be to have 
a few thousand such trees and make a 
fortune in fruit. The thought grew 
upon him, and he decided to try. In one 
way and another he scraped and saved 
until he had $100 in cash. He earne 
more during the winter, and in the 
spring was able to buy 3,000 peach 
trees and plant them out on the home 
farm, They grew, and through his ex- 
cellent care soon surpasse all the 
trees of the neighborhood. He raised 
crops between the rows, and finally

He traveled all over that state and 
picked out his present locality. Since 
then he has raised enormous crops, and 
has shown what could be done by care- 
ful cultivation, intelligent marketing, 
modern machinery and good business 
management. He is always on the Jook- 
out for frosts and pests of one kind 
and another, and his foresight has sev- 
eral times saved him his crop, when 
those of his neighbors were ruined.” 

 ~& Werd of Warning. 

As I write this, one of the many 
stories of the successes which are now 
being made in farming, the thought 
comes to me of the multitude who are 
rushing into such enterprises and in- 
vestments without consideration. As 
Professor Waite said to me:today the 
machinery of fruit growing and farm- 
ing is more wonderful than that of 
the largest gun factory or electrical in- 
dustry. Its success requires the most 
careful selection of soil, a knowledge 
of the crops one is attempting to 
raise, a study of fertilizers and dis- 
eases, and also the being “Johnny on 
the spot” throughout all or a greater 
part of the year. Notwithstanding this, 
men who would not buy a lot without 
the most careful searching of title or 
go into any business without having 
thoroughly investigated the markets, 
the machinery and the past profits and 
losses, will risk the savings of a life- 
time in a gold mine of which they per- 
sonally know nothing, or in an orchard 
scheme the information concerning 
which is presented only on paper. 

Take, for instance, the case of a gov- 
ernment employee who called the other 
day to ask the advice of the fruitmen

profitable income. Said the promolo- 
gist who told me this story: 

“That man was a proof-reader who 
has to do with government printing. 
His work is such that the misplacing 
of a comma might cost Uncle Sam mil- 
lions, and a mistake would lose him 
his job. This, he told me, had so worn 
upon the nerves, that he felt he must 
arrange for his leaving the service at 
Some time in the near future. He said 
he thought this would be a g00d place 
to invest his savings, and that he 
woulg eventually retire to his orchard. 
He said he intended to put in all he 
enn and to pay the balance on install- 
ments of $15 a month. I asked him 
if he had gone down to Alabama to 
see the land and investigate the prop- 
osition. He replied that he had not, 
but that the prospectus gave lal the 
figures and showed just what the 
profits would be. I asked if he knew 
the mangers. He said he did not, I 
thereupon strongly advised him to 
make no such investment without fur- 
ther knowledge. He said, however, 
that he thought he would risk it, and 
sO went away. His mind wags made 
up before he came in, and my advice 
was worth nothing.”

The hunter watches the reptile untill 
it coils ready to strike and then with 
a swift movement of the hand catches 
the snake just below the head, grips 
it tightly and slips it into a sack. 
While catching water moccasins, how- 
ever, he usually goes barefoot and 
when the moccasin ig too large to oe 
caught with the hand it is lassoe 
with a small lariat attached to the 
end of a stick. Some times this is done 


by letting the

over the head of the swimming snake 
with ag much accuracy as a ‘skilled 
marksman shoots with a gun. | 
In the winter, when snakes are hi- 
bernating, the snake hunter finds a 
hole and thrusts a stick gown it. Then 
he -sits down to watch. If the stick 
moves he knows there is something be- 
low and proceeds at once to dig out 
the snake. But if there is no move- 
ment after watching for a hajf-hour 
or eo, the hunter seeks another hole 
and repeats the test with & stick. It 
is not an uncommon thing for this 
snake hunter to bag & hundred pounds 
of snakes in one day. Tnese, if they 
be good specimens, bring 25 cents per 
_pound alive. While this is the only 
‘snake hunter in this city, a number of 
men now in the Kingsville county, near 
the gulf, are engaged in the business 
and follow it all the year round.

The report of this association was 
one of vital interest, The thought of 
the frightful inroads on whites and 
blacks made during past years by the 
great white plague would be depress- 
ing beyond endurance were it not for 
the assurance that we hold the remedy 
for this dread disease within our hands, 
and this remedy is segregation. 

In other words, we can absolutely 
prevent the spread of this disease by 
taking proper precautions. All these 
precautions are outlined in the litera- 
ture sent out by the association, which 
can be had for the asking. 

Absolutely necessary are: 

Compulsory notification of cases. 

Compulsory disinfection. 

Compulsory. segregation, 

In New York City the watchword is, 
“No uncared-for tuberculosis in New 
York in 1915, and no t&berculosis in 
1920.”’ . 

Pressing needs in connectfon with 
the work in Atlanta are: 

A cottage for the care of tubercular 
children and a kindergarten nurse to 
care for them. Provision for tubercular 
negroes. 

There is absolutely no provision for 
tubercular blacks in our state. Let 
every mother stop and think of the 
terrible menace to her family, and 
especially her little ones, of tubercular 
cooks, nurses and washerwomen. She 
will then join forces with the anti- 
tuberculosis association ih ité éfforté 
to seek out and provide for négro suf- 
ferers.
